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The Street Car Strike. 


N e w York, Marcli 5th.—The following 
is the official order issued last night by the 
Executive Hoard of the Empire Protective 
Association, which is composed of em­ 
ployes on all the street-car lines in thecity:

M., and remain until all grievances 
are settled to the satisfaction of yonr brethren 
on the Dry Dock roads, and of the Atlantic Ave- 
nuc Railroad Company in Brooklyn, the same 
to be approved bv the Executive Hoard.

The morning papers counsel the peace­ 
able agitation of whatever grievances the 
car company’s employes have to present. 
.Superintendent Murray has ordered all 
reserves of force to lie held on duty and at 
constant readiness for calls in the station- 
houses. He says he will need no militia. 
The police could be concentrated at anv 
point. 
The Typographical Union met last night, 
and it is reported that a proposition was 
made to call out newspaper compositors if 
the newspapers made too savage comments 
on the action of the Knights ot I-abor on 
the street railway matter. 
A GENERAL “ TIE-U P." 
<> a. m.—The grand “ tie-up" of all the 
surface lines of the city, ordered by the 
Executive Committee of the EmpirePro- 
tective Association, took place this morn­ 
ing. and no cars are running. At 1:30 
o'clock the first car for the day on the 
Sixth-avenue road should have left the 
dejHit at Forty-third street. The car did 
not do so, and as the night men arrived 
witli their cars they ran theru into the 
stables. The men stood aroun 1 quietly, 
laughed and chatted in the bc-t of humor, 
ami did not attempt a resort to any vio­ 
lence. The last car left the Broadway rail­ 
road depot at 3:50 o’clock. The next one 
to arrive entered the depot, and did not 
come out again. The men were very quiet, 
a.* they did not intend to tie up till 4:50 
a . m ., but the agents from the Empire Pro­ 
tective Association arrived and ordered the 
men to leave, which they did 0 11 the in­ 
stant. They assembled in orderly groups 
and prepared to march to their hall on 
West Fifty-second street, where they will 
remain during the day. When car No. 304 
of the Third-avenue une reached the depot 
at Sixty-fifth street, at 4:20 o'clock, the 
driver turned from the main track into the 
stables and unhitched his horses. Every 
car that arrived subsequently did the same. 
There was not the slightest excitement or 
noise. At 4:45 o'clock there were only fif­ 
teen men about the depot. They all be­ 
longed to the night force, for the day men 
simplified matters by not reporting for duty. 
President Lamb. of the company, was im­ 
mediately notified, but he decided todo 
nothing until he calls the Directors during 
the day. when it will be decided whether it 
will be worth while to make efforts to run 
the cars. 
ADVICE TO ACCEDE TO THE STRIKERS- DE­ 
MANDS. 
It was said at police headquarters that 
the Presidents of the car companies were 
holding a general meeting this morning, 
and it was the general opinion that they 
will advise Mr. Itichardson, the Director of 
the Dry Dock, East Broadway and Battery 
Railroad Company, to accede to the de­ 
mands of the men. Chairman O'Donnell, 
of the Strikers’ Committee, was in Brook­ 
lyn. and the local committee here, it was 
said, will not order the "tie-up” to be 
loosened till they hear from O'Donnell that 
the demands of the men 011 Richardson, of 
the Brooklyn roads, havealso been granted. 
At 4 -50 a. m. the cars in Brooklyn were all 
running on schedule time, except the At­ 
lantic avenue line, which went out Wednes­ 
day. There was no trouble at any place in 
the city, the strikers having dispersed at 
7 A. M. 
TH E ELEVATED ROADS TO RE ORDERED OUT. 
At the Thirtv-third-street stable of the 
Third-aveaue line it was stated that if the 
Directors of the Dry Dock line did not 
yield to the demands of the strikers before 
noon to-day. the Association would order 
out all the employes of the elevated rail­ 
roads. In the city and Brooklvn police­ 
men were on hand and preserved order. 
MATTERS SAID TO 3E ADJUSTED. 
Police Superintendent Murray has re­ 
ceived intelligence that the committees 
which met to consider the strike troubles 
have adjourned, and that matters have been 
.adjusted; that the men will resume work 
at 2 o’clock this afternoon on ill lines in 
this city and Brooklyn. 
. 
ACTION OF CONFERENCE ANXIOUSLY AWAITED. 
10:45 a. M.—Up to this hour no disturb­ 
ance has been reported at the police head­ 
quarters. Not a car is running, and as yet 
11 0 attempt has been made to send out cars. 
The city appears as if dead. Nothin": like 
the present trouble has been witnessed here 
sii.ee the worst days of the great epizooty 
epidemic, a dozen years ago. The police 
force is thoroughly organized, anil confident 
in its ability to repress promptly any dispo­ 
sition to riot and disorder. Every man 
able to put on a uniform and carry "a club 
was ordered on duty last night, and this 
morning 11,500 men are held in reserve. 
The police headquarters look like an enor­ 
mous bivouac ot uniformed men, held in 
readiness to answer calls from any quarter. 
Squads ot fifteen or twenty policemen were 
dispatched early to guard the railroad de­ 
pots and stables. Mouuted men patrol and 
guard the street and route of the Dry Dock 
Railroad from end to end, to keep the route 
clear in case any attempt is made to run 
the cars over the road, as yesterday, in or­ 
der to save the company its charter. Police 
Superintendent Murray is determined to 
suppress a repetition of yesterday's scenes. 
No trouble, however, is apprehended. The 
strikers preserve an attitude of quiet deter­ 
mination, awaiting the result of the confer­ 
ence now being held between the Executive 
Committee of the Empire Association and 
Railroad Commissioner O'Donnell, who ar­ 
rived from Albany this morning, in answer 
to a dispatch demanding his presence. It 
will be followed by a meeting between the 
Commissioner and representatives of the 
railroads that will decide the line of future 
action. 
THE SITUATION IN BROOKLYN. 
N ew Y o r k , March 5th.—It is reported 
that every street-car in Brooklyn will be 
stopped at 2 o’clock to-day. Employes of 
the roads in that city now running state 
they have been ordered to go on a strike at 
that hour, and to remain out until the de­ 
mands of the men on the Dry Dock and 
Atlantic Avenue lines are granted. 
END OF THE TROU3LE. 
* 
N ew Y o rk , Marcli 5th —Commissioner 
O'Donnell, after his consultation with the 
Executive Committee, took a cab and went 
over to Brooklyn, where he met President 
Richardson at the office of the Atlantic 
Avenue line, together with the Directors. 
The proposition submitted to the Commis­ 
sioner is contained in the following reso­ 
lution, and directed to Jos. O’Donnell, 
Chairman of the Executive Committee of 
the Empire Mutual Protective Association : 
Resolved, That the Atlantic Avenue Railroad 
of Brooklyn will agree to pay the men at the 
rate of 52 per day for twelve hours as a day’s 
work for conductors and driver», including half 
an hour for dinner, and, after our ears are run­ 
ning. to submit all question of differences be­ 
tween the employes to Commissioner O'Donnell. 
It is agreed that the Dry Dock. East Broadwar 


and Battery lines be included in tbcsame agree­ 
ment as the Atlantic roads in Brooklyn. 
W. J. R ic h a rd s o n , President 
On receiving this document, O’Donnell 
at once returned to New York, and went to 
the Central Labor Union Hall, on East 
Eighth street, where the Executive Com­ 
mittee was in session. He submitted the 
proposition to them, and it was accepted 
promptly. Delegates from the different 
roads were started at once to notify the 
men to be ready to start the cars at 2 p. v. 
Down stairs, in the large hall, the strikers 
were in session. Graham announced the 
terms of agreement amid a breathless bush 
in the room. When he had finished there 
was a deep, long breath of relief. A man 
threw his hat up. and a yell broke out 
which shook the building. The meeting 
broke up, and the men started for their 
work. Joseph O’Donnell said to your re­ 
porter : *• All the surface roads will start 
at 2 p. m . The proposition from Richardson 
was accepted. Commissioner O’Donnell 
will be arbitrator, and we approve the 
choice. It is a great victory for us." 
THE FIRST CAR. 
New Y o rk , March 5th.—Car 19«, of the 
Fourth-avenue surface road, was the first 
to reuch the City Hall this afternoon. It 
reached the stand at 2:20 o'clock, and was 
covered with new brooms. 
comments of the press. 
New York, March- 5th.—The Times this 
morning, in an editorial 011 the riot of yes­ 
terday, says: There is but one wav of 
dealing with outbreaks like that of yester­ 
day. and that is a prompt and vigorous 
way. The arrogant and lawless methods 
of labor organizations are becoming such a 
threat to invested capital and settled busi­ 
ness that they are in danger of doing in­ 
finite damage to all the industrial interests 
of the country, and from that laboring men 
will inevitably suffer the most. When 
they confine themselves to peaceful and 
orderly methods they are capable ot doing 
much good, as has been shown in several 
recent instances in this city. But the mo­ 
ment they transcend the bounds of such 
methods they become hostile to the vert­ 
íanse to which they profess to be devoted, 
and enemies to society. It would be a 
salutary lesson to them if every unlawful 
act were at once visited with the severest 
penalty. Jt is hoped that our authorities 
will wake up to their responsibility and 
have no more good-natured faltering with 
riotous proceedings in the streets. 
The Gould Railway System Itnycotted 
Desoto (Mo.). March 5th.—A general 
order by the' Executive Board of the 
Knights of Labor of the Gould southwest 
system has been issued, boycotting all 
Texas and Pacific and New Orleans and 
Pacific cars, on account of the trouble at 
Fort Worth, and the order is put into effect 
here. No violence or intimidation is used, 
but as the cars come in the train men are 
requested not to handle them further, and 
the request is immediately complied with, 
and they are side-tracked? 
STRIKERS WEAKENING. 
Fort Worth (Texas), March 5th.—The 
time given to the strikers of the Texas and 
Pacific Road to return to work or suffer a 
discharge expired at 10 o'clock yesterday 
morning. None of the men went back. 
New forces are being organized in everv 
department here, and the places of nearly 
all the strikers have been filled. The freight 
offices were opened to-day, and are receiv­ 
ing all shipments except live stock. The 
strikers are discouraged, and think the 
movement has been badly handled. 
TRAINS RUNNING. 
' 
New York, March 5th.—General Freight 
Agent Finley, of the Texas-Pacific, tele­ 
graphed from Dallas. Texas, this morning 
that the strike on the road has not inter­ 
fered with the running of trains in anv 
way, and 110 trouble with trains is antici­ 
pated at this time. 
Til© M allory Company Boycott. 
Galveston (Tex..), March 5th.—The an­ 
ticipated labor difficulties here have under-, 
gone no active development up to noon. 
The representatives of the Missouri Pacific. 
Southern Pacific. Texas Pacific, Texas Cen­ 
tral and the officials of the Gulf. Colorado 
and Santa Fe. were waited upon by a com­ 
mittee of the Knights of I.abor, ¿id noti­ 
fied not to take, handle or move freight 
consigned to gr from the Mallory Company, 
or freight for any of the wholesale houses 
of Galveston, as the latter had refused to 
observe the boycott against the Mallory 
Companv. This notice takes effect after 
to-day. For this reason, it is the general 
belief among a large number of workmen 
that there will be a strike this evening or 
to-morrow morning. 
The cotton presses, 
railroads and the business community gen­ 
erally are greatly disgusted with the 
attitude and course pursued by the 
Knights of Labor. 
There is much 
talk about the inauguration 
of 
a 
boycott against them similar to that 
started by the reaper works of Springfield, 
O. A great many large business houses 
here express their willingness to close up 
their shops rather than submit to the dicta­ 
tion of the Knights. The situation in 
north Texas, along the line of the Texas 
Pacific Railroad, is not materially changed. 
The Transcontinental Railroad W ar. 
New York, March 5th.—Commissioner 
Fink of the Eastern Trunk Line Pool has 
written to C. I’. Huntington to induce him 
to give up the transcontinental railroad 
fight. Mr. Huntington's reply was that his 
road had not begun the war; thev had been 
forced into the war, and they should cer­ 
tainly not now ask any favor of their oppo­ 
nents ; nor did Mr. Huntington see what 
right an Eastern Trunk Line Pool Com­ 
missioner had to be mixing up in the busi­ 
ness. 
settlement predicted. 
New \ oRK, March 5th.— Commissioner 
Fink, with the joint Executive Committees 
of the trunk lines, says the transcontinental 
matters will be settled within a few days. 
C. P. Huntington is in daily conference 
with the Commissioner, and expresses his 
willingness to restore the rates if the other 
lines will act up to their contracts, as it is 
intimated they will do. When Commis­ 
sioner Midgley appeared before the trunk 
line commission he said : “ I can give you 
no reason for the fight among our lines.’’ 
The commission immediatelv agreed not 
to take any action, but advised the im­ 
mediate restoration of rates, promising to 
do all in its power to bring about this end. 
STEPS TOWARD A SETTLEMENT. 
N ew Y'obk, March 5th.—It is said this 
evening that the Presidents of the Atchi­ 
son, Topeka and Santa Fe and the Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy roads have 
sent ’letters to Mr. Huntington, looking to 
a settlement of the transcontinental war. 
Commissioner Fink, it is also asserted, has 
addressed himself to Mr. Huntington, for 
the purpose of an adjustment ol the trans­ 
continental matter. Railroad men look for 
further cuts to-morrow. 
Serious Labor W ar Threatened. 
New Y'obk. March 5th.—There Í3 the 
chance of a serious labor war in the man­ 
ufacturing city of Elizabeth, N. J., ten 
miles from here. A general strike of work­ 
men is expected. All sorts of mechanics 
demand more pay and shorter hours. 
Two thousand employes 
111 the Singer 
Sewing Machine factory are ripe for a 
strike. The Knights of Labor are very 
strong in the city. They number about 
six thousand'. The citizens are generally 
very uneasy. 
-Art Sale iu New York. 
Net Y'ork, March 5th.—The same crowd 
of buvers and spectators who filled (.'bick­ 
ering Hall at the opening sales of pictures 
of the late Mary J. Morgan, was again in 
attendance last evening. The pictures of­ 
fered, eighty in number, were of somewhat 
better grade than the previous evening. 
There was not quite so much earnestness 
in the bidding, although the prices re­ 
alized were quife satisfactory. When Vi- 
bert's “ The Cardinal’s Menu ” was placed 
on the stand, somebody bid $5.000; C. P. 
Huntington bid$0.000,‘and it was finally 
knocked down to Mr. Arnaud, of Elmira, 
for $12,000. Rosa Bonheur s sketch. " Calf 
and Cow in the Scottish Highlands.' was 
captured by R. G. line for $12,200. Charles 
Crocker, of California, bought a number of 
paintings, chief among which were a land­ 
scape by Theodore Rousseau, for $51100; J.

It will 
then be the duty of the American people to 
see that they are not foiled by the quirks 
and quibbles of ambitious and trickv poli­ 
ticians.

Affairs in Springfield. 
S p r in g fie ld CO.), Maich 5th.—A com­ 
mittee representing the different Knights of 
Labor organizations in this city held a 
meeting this forenoon, for the purpose of 
organization. To the Executive Committee 
of this Board will be referred all questions 
bearing 0 11 the situation. The men. un­ 
derstand. from an interview with Whitely, 
published yesterday, that arbitration is out 
of the question, and while nettling is said, 
it is very probable that a boycott will be 
ordered. The trains are watched for in­ 
coming workmen, but few have arrived. 
There is perfect order, and no indications 
of violence. The council of the men is 
against it. 
Charles Cracker Buys a Residence. 
New Y’ork, March 5th.—Charles Crock­ 
er. of San Francisco, purchased yesterday 
a handsome residence on Fifty-eighth 
street, close to Fifth avenue, and one block 
from Central Park, iu the most aristocratic 
part of the city. He paid $250,000. 
Fishing Schooner Given Up as Lost. 
G lo u c e ste r (Mass.), March 5th.—The 
schooner Virginia Dare and crew have 
been given up as lost. The Dare sailed 
for the Grand Banks halibut grounds De­ 
cember 24th. She undoubtedly foundered 
in the great gale one week after her de­ 
parture. She carried a crew of fourteen. 
FOREIGN' NEWS. 
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Froude on Irtah Governm ent. 
E dinburgh, March 5th. — Froude. the 
historian, said in an interview yesterday : 
I think granting home rule to Ireland is an 
experiment we are likely to make, but 
which is exceedingly likely to turn out 
very ill. At the same time, having regard 
to the weakness of Parliament and to our 
system of Parliamentary government, one 
can *ee that home rule is likely to be forced 
upon us. The cause lies entirely in the 
Constitution of the British Government. If 
we had the American system, the demand 
would not be tolerated ñor listened to for a 
moment. In America the Executive ad­ 
ministration is independent of Congress. 
Oura is now practically in the hands of a 
single democratic house. I don’t believe 
that any Government tan he kept together 
for any long period if it be such as ours 
now is, and I am convinced that we 
shall before long have in some way 
to assimilate our form of government to 
the American model. The only condition 
under which Ireland can enjoy the benefits 
of good government is the condition of 
subordination, and if the Irish obtain a sep­ 
arate government their inevitable quarrels 
among themselves would soon render them 
an example to the civilization of the world 
of what democracy is likely to turn out 
when applied to such people. I do not an­ 
ticipate any better result" than that which 
followed the establishment of the Kilkenny 
Parliament, which sat from 1641 to 1649, 
The result then was chaos, and the country 
was occupied by four different armies at 
the same time. If Ireland was governed as 
the South was governed by the North after 
the Civil War, with a firm and steady hand, 
there would be peace and industry and 
prosperity. 
Peace of Kurope Assured. 
New Y 'ork, March 5th.—A Berlin special 
says: It is generally admitted here that 
the peace of Europe for the present will 
not be disturbed. 
This favorable turn of 
affairs in Eastern politics is universally 
credited to the firm and judicious diplo­ 
matic management of Count Kalnokv, the 
Austrian Minister of Foreign Affairs.' The 
continental papers admit that Kalnoky, by 
acting in full accord with Bismarck's'pol­ 
icy. averted a rupture between Austria and 
Russia. 
The Queen's Coining Out of Retirem ent. 
L ondon, March 5th.—Intimations from 
official sources indicate the Queen has been 
persuaded to modify her determination to 
remain in retirement. She promised to be 
piesent at the public ceremonies of laying 
the corner-stone of the new College of Phy­ 
sicians, the driving of the first pile for the 
new tower bridge, and the opening of the 
Colonial Exhibition. Her Majesty, how­ 
ever, decisively declined to hold court at 
Buckingham Palace, even for a short pe­ 
riod in the spring. 
Sensation in the Paris Bourse. 
P a ris. March 5th.—Peronnier, the sol­ 
dier, who, by firing his revolver in the 
Chamber of Deputies on the 25th of Febru­ 
ary. forced the state to take notice of him 
and his grievance, has already had an im­ 
itator. 
While business was at its hight 
this afternoon in the Paris Bourse, a strange 
man in the gallery drew attention by mak­ 
ing apparently aimless demonstrations. 
Subsequently he took a bottle containing 
an explosive liquid from bis pocket, ami 
cast it down among the brokers upon the 
floor of the Exchange, crying out, as he 
did so. “ Vive anarchie.” Í hebottle struck 
no one. remained intact, and made no epi­ 
sode. The few spectators who were inter­ 
rupted in their observations bv the man’s 
conduct, swore at him, and asked why the 
police did not remove him. The man then 
drew out a revolver, and shot three times 
down toward the main floor: He soon had 
the gallery to himself, and continued to 
brandish his revolver and yell “ Vive an­ 
archie.” A tremendous excitement reigned 
for a while in the Exchange, and all busi­ 
ness was suspended. The disturber was 
soon seized and hurried from the place, but 
none too soon, as the crowd, when they re­ 
covered from their panic, sought the iuan 
with cries to kill him. The man was evi­ 
dently of the working class. 
The B im etallic War la Germany. 


_ L o n d o n , March 5th.— The bimetallic war 
is spreading in Germany, and threatens to 
involve questions and interests hitherto 
looked upon as being entirely beyond the 
limits of its scope. The goid party now 
admit that Herr Von Scholtz, Prussian 
Minister of Finance, in defining the inten­ 
tions of the Government in respect to the 


silver question, went far in advance of 
Prince Bismarck's views. One ot the re­ 
sults of Herr Von Scholtz’s excessive zeal 
has been to attach serious consideration to 
the silver proposal of Herr Kardotf, and 
the opinion is becoming general that the 
agitation of the bimetallists has become too 
strong to be much longer ignored. 
The Sandown Grand Prize.

L ondon. March 5th.—The handicapped 
hurdle race for the Sandown grand prize 
was run to-day. and was won by the four- 
year-old brown colt Ducat by five lengths, 
Count Kinskip's five-year-old Tourist sec­ 
ond, W. G. Stevens' aged brown gelding 
Ironclad a bad third. There were nine 
starters. 
Royal W edding. 
M ad rid . March 5th.—The marriage of 
Princess Eulalia, sister of the late King 
Alfonso, to Prince Antoine, son of the 
Duke of Montpensier, will take place Sat- 
utday. The Prince has presented his 
fiancee with a wedding dress of white 
ruoire covered with Brussels lace, which 
cost $10,000. Queen Christiana will give 
the trousseau. 
Cholera at Venice.

PBEWETT ADMITS THE KILLING 
OF THE OLD DOCTOR. 


Self-Defense Claim ed — D etails o f 
the H orrible Affair- De­ 
cided Sensation. 


[SPECIAL BV TELEGRAPH TO THE EECORD-UNXON. 


H o llis te r , March 5th.—Y’esterday a 
number of witnesses testified to the bad rep­ 
utation of Powers, and the good character 
ofPrewett. The defendant was placed on 
the stand, and testified to numerous acts 
which had been committed, aud which had 
by him been attributed to Powers. No 
Evidence of any importance was elicited. 
WHAT LED TO THE MURDER. 
To-day the defendant (Prewett) was again 
put on the stand, and testified : The even­ 
ing was dry and warm before the fire. A 
fog came up during the night, and the fire 
was easily put out. The file had been set. 
Don't know who set it. The next day I 
looked for tracks, and found five distiuct 
places where it had been set. Found tracks, 
and at one place found a burnt match in 
a bunch of oats. The distinct track of a 
man’s foot was there. At another place 
found the print of a toe and knees, as 
though ot some one kneeling. Other 
tracks there corresponded exactly with the 
tracks made by Powers. Measured them 
carefully. They were very large. There 
was only a slight difference between the 
tracks at the fire and those I knew to be 
Powers'. After the fire 1 kept guard over 
my premises, as I thought the fire had not 
done as much damage as expected, and 
thought there would be more of it. Kept 
the horses turned out, so they would not 
be burned up or killed in the barn. 
Watched my water tanks, for fear that 
poison might be put in to kill the stock. 
Tne water bucket in use by the family 
stood near a window which could 
be slipped back. Emptied the water 
out every morning, for fear of poison. 
Heard threats of poison. 
Never stayed 
away from home nights unless absolutely 
compelled to. for fear my property vsoul i be 
burned up. The family seemed afraid they 
would be poisoned or the house blown up. 
My wife knew who had set the fire, and 
knew of the threats by Powers. Remember 
the 17th of September following the tire. 
Between the fire and that date, Irwin told 
me he had met the doctor somewhere, and 
he seemed to be very angry. Powers said 
I had caused my own trouble in Bear Val­ 
ley by suing him. and when he ^ot through 
with me I would not need any land there. 
Irwin said Powers had a pistol. About 3 
o'clock 1 thought I would go .up to 
Irwin’s and brand a steer which I had 
purchased from him. Got my horse and 
took my shotgun with me. That was my 
usual custom. 1 then went on up William­ 
son canyonjabout a mile, to where the road 
comes in across the ridge from Bear valley. 
Just this side of Melindy’s I struck the 
main road in Bear valley. Went down to 
Irwin's, and found him chopping wood 
half a mile this side of his house. Asked 
him where the cattle were. He said he 
hadn't seen them since morning. I went 
back to the house to prepare the tire for 
branding, and he went across the canyon 
to drive the cattle up. He came back ami 
said he couldn't find them. He got his 
horse, and lie and I went down the canyon 
towards Willow creek to look tor the cat­ 
tle. About one mile down 1 heard Irwin's 
cow-bell, atui went in that direction. After 
going a short distance saw two or three cat- 
tit off’ to one side, and the rest of them 
some ways down the road. Irwin turned 
off to go after the two or three cattle, and I 
went on down the road after the others. 
THE KILLING CONFESSED. 
About 150 yards further down I met 
Dr. Powers, lie looked at me, and I said, 
' Good day. Doctor.” He said, putting his 
hand hack in his pocket, “ 1 11 tight you a 
duel." I had my gun across my saddle; 
picked it up. and told him I did not 
want 
to 
light. 
He kept on try­ 
ing to draw 
his 
pistol, 
and 
I 
pointed the gun at bin). He struck at the 
gun with his left hand, as if to push it 
aside or grab it. 1 then fired the leu barrel 
at him. 1 was riding a young and spirited 
horse. The horse whirled around and 
swung us face to face. He seemed to be 
pulling something from his pocket. I fired 
another barrel as soon as I could. In tiring 
the first barrel. I intended only to disable 
him, and the sdtond shot I intended to kill 
him, in defense of my own life. I believed, 
in good faith, that my own life was in dan­ 
ger. based on report?that I had beard and 
from my own knowledge of the man s 
character. At the first shot Powers was on 
horseback. After the second shot he fell 
forward from his horse, right where the 
road crosses the gulch. I then rode away 
and went home. I came up with Irwin 50 
or 100 yards away, and went on with him 
as far as his house. 
CROSS-EXAMINATION. 
Did not see Powers pass my house on the 
way to Sevenman’s on the 17th of Septem­ 
ber. Did not want to watch, or have Irwin 
watch, to see him come back. Did not lie 
in wait for him. When I first saw him he 
was riding along. He had passed the five 
cattle, and some more were back of him. I 
fired from my hips. Did not take aim, or 
raise the gun to my shoulder. There were 
two loads of buckshot in the gun. He did 
not tumble from his saddle at the first shot. 
His horse stepped hack, and my horse 
whirled short around. He reached round 
as if to grab the gun with his left hand. I 
was towards his right hand at the first shot. 
As I faced him he was on the left edge of 
the road. We were right 
CLOSE UP TOGETHEP. 
When I spoke to him. At the first shot 
the muzzle of the gun was three or four 
feet from him—close enough so that he 
could almost reach it with his hand. The 
second shot was fired a second after the 
first. My horse whirled quickly, and faced 
him again. We were about ten feet apart 
at the second shot. I remained on my 
liorse all the time during the tiring, and 
did not get off'after he had fallen. Never 
stopped. My horse whirled around and 
started off. I looked back and saw that he 
bad fallen off'. I went right on. I did not 
see what became of Powers’ ■ horse. Did 
not take it with me. The gun was in the 
same position at the second shot. 
The Court here made an order that the 
gun be produced, and a messenger was 
sent to Bear valley. 
Witness continued—Fired the second shot 
without taking aim, holding tliegun in one 
hand. It is not a fact that Powers was 
dead when the second shot was fired. I did 
not stand over him and fire the second shot 
into his body while he was lying motion 
less. The doctor said. “ I will fight you a 
duel.” That was all he said. Told him to 
take his hand away from there or I would 
shoot him. Did not see anything in his 
band. When he tumbled from his horse I 
did not take any pains to see if there was 
anything in his pocket. 
I DID NOT TOUCH THE BODY 
After he fell. Did not see a bundle of 
papers on his person. Never looked back 
after Powers fell. Do not know that Irwin 
was in sight. Irwin intercepted me some 
seventy-five yards from where the doctor 
fell off. The point where I met Irwin is 
risible from the scene of the encounter. 
The killing took place about 4:30 or 5 p. m. 
I then went home, past Melindy’s house. 
Irwin took no part in this matter. He did 
not have a gun. Do not know whether I 
had a pistol or not. I had a flask of qnail 
shot with me. My own and Irwin's family 
were away that day. When I first met 
Powers I had no thought of taking his life. 
Had not been considering the proposition 
of making away with him. 
Question — Did you not induce many 
persons of that neighborhood to assemble

Answer—I dec-line to answer. 
Witness here stated to the Court that he 
had 
TAKEN A SOLEMN OATH 
Never to divulge anything that would tend 
to implicate others in the affair, and that 110 
Denalty the Court could inflict would in­ 
duce him to associate other parties with 
the killing. 
Delmas argued that such questions were 
not legitimate cross-examination : that de­ 
fendant had told how Powers had met his 
death, and was willing to abide bv the 
consequences of the act. 
Iu reply. Campbell said that the law 
prescribed a remedy that where a witness 
refused to answer on cross-examination of 
matters already testified to, his entire testi­ 
mony should be thrown out. The prose­ 
cution did not wish the testimony stricken 
out, as it could not then be referred to in 
the argument. 
Cross-examination resumed — When I 
met Irwin I did not tell him what had 
taken place. 
Q —Whom did you tell first? 
V itness declined to answer this and a 
number of questions in regard to what oc­ 
curred st the meeting. 
Q-—Why did you not deliver yourself up 
> the authorities, if your story is true ? 
Q —Didn’t you, with a number of others, 
take an oath to ban^ Powers, and was not 
the penalty cf divulging that oath to be 
death ? 
Q— Why did you testify falsely at the 
Coroner s inquest ?. 
A.—Because I was laboring under excite­ 
ment. and did not wish to bring others into 
s‘. I now r««lize that had I told the truth 
alone would have been concerned. 
Q— Why did you suffer so many of your 
neighbors and friends to undergo the' dis­ 
grace of arrest and imprisonment, when 
the telling of your story might have saved 
them ? 
A.—I have told nothing implicating any 
them. 
I did not wish to prejudice 
my case before the trial. 
Q-—Is it not a fact that the reason you 
decline to tell about the meetings is be­ 
cause, it you do, the other defendants will 
tel! all they know ? 
A.—I don’t propose telling my reasons. 
Q-—When you fired the second shot, was 
the doctor’s hand in the same position as 
when the first was tired? 
A.—Yes. 
Here a number of witnesses testified to 
the good character of the defendant, and 
the defense rested. 
The Court adjourned till to-morrow at 10 
o’clock. 
STICE*S STATEMENT. 
T he following statem ent was m ade by 
Richm ond Stice N ovem ber 9th, a few days 
after his arrest for com plicity in the alleged 
m urder of Pow ers. It will be rem em bered 
that Stice refused to he sw orn, eonsequéntly 
the statem ent could not be introduced : 
Richmond Stice, being tirst duly sworn, de­ 
pose* and says : On the 15th day of September. 
InK, I was asked by Henry W atson to go to 
W mow creek to a meeting, to see about thing* 
that hud tieen carried on. Prewett hud previous­ 
ly asked me to go to a meeting ut Pear 
valley. 
Prewett was talking about the 
hre.

wanted 
the

to 
get together and investigate the matter. He 
was at Conkling's when this conversation took 
plat e. I did not go to the meeting at Bear val­ 
ley. but went with Watson to Willow ereek. Got 
there alter dark. Met there Prewett, Irwin. 
Chappell, Thompson, Gilbert, Chapman, Hick 
Alexander, Ike Slaven, Cat. and Del. Hawkins, 
.\. 1). Page, Henry Watson, Fowles, and I think 
one or two more that I was not acquainted with. 
We were talking about the fires and hoise 
troubles, one way and auother. Some hor.-es 
had been injured, some one said. The talk 
was that Powers had done it. It was sgreed 
that we should meet again, I think, on 
the day after the next dav. as soon as we could 
get there after night. It w us agreed to meet and 
go up to Doe s house, and invite him to leave. 
Ike S’aven read a written pajier. stat ng that we 
would stand together, and not teil what was 
done. It was to protect ourselves he eafter. and 
punish any w rongs that were done: to drive 
the persons that were committing depredations 
out of the country. Prewett said he saw Dr. 
Powers' tracks, and he was satisfied he set out 
the fire. I only attended one meeting. I did 
not go to the la>t, but Henry Watson 
told me what they did. lie said he was 
up there the night the doctor was killed, 
and he said they hung the doctor ; thnt l'ree ctt 
snot Dr. Powers ; that he asked him to s u r ­ 
render. and he would not. aud acted as though 
ha was t rying to get a pistol, and then he shot 
him. Watson told me this the next morning 
at>out 7 o'clock, at my house. I was afraid thev 
would do something harsh to the doctor at the 
next meeting, and that was the reason I did 
not go.

THE EDUCATIONAL BILL PASSED 
IX THE SENATE. 


Letter from Drown'* Valley. 
Eds. Rei orp-Union : With your permis­ 
sion I would like to occupy a small space 
in your valuable paper, in order to call the 
attention of your readers to the advantages 
of this particular section for settlement. 
The section is comprised in the townships 
16 aud 17. ranges 5 and t> east, in the foot­ 
hills, and embracing an extent of about 12 
miles square. It is a " warm belt." as will 
be shown by the productions. There are 
facilities for irrigation by the South Union 
and Feather River Mining Company, be­ 
sides natural water-courses. and having fine 
advantages as regards soil, timber, etc. The 
soil is of a dark red loam, and a large por­ 
tion is free from gravel, with a natural 
declination for irrigation.

\\ a sh in g to n , March 5th.—Under a mis­ 
apprehension it was stated in yesterday's 
dispatches that the Senate had called for 
papers relating to the appointment of ex­ 
Judge Hager, to be Collector of Customs at 
San Francisco. The case under considera­ 
tion by the Senate was that of W. J. Tin- 
nin, recently appointed Surveyor to suc­ 
ceed Mr. Morton, who was suspended. 
The Am erican Navy. 
W a sh in g ton , March 5th— The House 
Committee on Naval Affairs has completed 
its report, to accompany the bill providing 
for an increase of naval establishments. It 
points out that tiie sea coast cities of the 
United States are absolutely at the mercv 
of any second-rate naval power, and that 
the Government is without adequate means 
of defending its foreign or coastwise com­ 
merce. It snows that while foreign powers 
arc building formidable vessels, the United 
States is almost at a stand still in this par­ 
ticular. and says : After studying the char­ 
acter of other navies, we find that we are 
not only at the mercy of foreign nations, 
but that our neighbor Brazil might exact á 
tribute of any city along our Gulf or Atlantic 
coast. Chile could enforce similar demands 
011 the shores of the Pacific. The Reaeh- 
nets and Aguidabnn, formidable Brazilian 
armored cruisers, could steam at thirteen 
or fourteen ^ knots per hour from Brazil 
to New Y'ork in ten days. They could 
with impunity pass our forts and anchor in 
New Y'ork harbor. But without doing this, 
their guns could easily throw shells into 
New Y'ork city from off Coney Island 
beach. The Chilean vessel, the Esmeralda, 
carries coal enough to enable her to steam 
at eight knots an hour from Chile to San 
Francisco, without exhausting half her 
supply. With her high-power guns she 
eouhl lie outside the Gohien Gate and lay 
the city of ¡-an Francisco under contribu­ 
tion without going within reach of the guns 
of the fort. The Cochrane and Blanco Ku- 
calda, other Chilean ships, are protected by 
nine inches of iron armor, and carry bat­ 
teries of six eight-inch breech-loading 
rifles. In view of this state of affairs, the 
committee recommend the completion of 
the monitors, and recommend the building 
of vessels and torpedo boats. 
Passage of the Education Hill. 
W a sh in g to n , March 5th.—The education 
bill was passed by the Senate this evening, 
by a vote of 36 to 11. The only Republi­ 
cans who voted against it were Messrs. 
Frye. Hale. Ingalls and Jones of Nevada. 
Qenerai Labor Strike Im m inent. 
W a sh in g to n, March 5th— I t is rumored 
that a general labor strike is imminent. A 
gentleman who yesterday conversed with 
Grand Master Powdcrlv, of the Knights of 
Labor, reported that gentleman as saving it 
has been ordered for May 1st. Tbe'laboi- 
ing men are getting the benefits of the 
eigbt-hcur law. It may be precipitated bv 
the recent action of the New York and 
Brooklyn car-drivers. In that event the 
million of workmen composing the organ­ 
ization over which Mr. Powderly presides 
will qnit work immediately when ordered 
to do so.

W a s h in g to n , March 5th.—Henley’s o 
to enable the ¡State of California to take 
lands in lieu of the 16th and 36th sections 
found to be mineral lands was reported fa­ 
vorably to-day.

T1IE RAGE CONCERNING CHEAP 
FARES VXD FREIGHTS. 


The Orange M arket—Oakland Polí­ 
tica—Disgruntled Democrats— 
Money Missing. 


S ax F kakcisoo, M arch 4 .18S6. 
About the only excitement prevalent in 
San Francisco at the present time is the 
railroad war. Groups of idlers stand all 
day during business hours -tu front of the 
ticket agencies, and the agents stand out­ 
side shouting, like the man in front of a 
side-show or a dime museum, and woe be­ 
tide the luckless wight who lingers and 
displays signs of being a customer. The 
agents and their men pounce on him like 
a hawk on a spring chicken, and their 
pulling and hauling of customers is some­ 
thing after the manner of the steamboat 
runners in the opposit:on days of the Sacra­ 
mento boats. 
PLACARDING TUE RATES. 
The rival lines are not making a free use 
of printers' ink. No flaring advertisements 
have so far appeared in the newspapers, 
and the placarding in front of the offices is 
done with a marking brush on manila pa­ 
per. They read as the mood or fancy 
strikes their composer: “ Now is your time 
—now or never.” “ Go East, young man, 
and see your girl and bring her back at cut 
rates.” “ If your sweetheart is pining for 
you away down in Maine, buy a third-class 
ticket to Boston for $30 25, and go and 
comfort her.” “ Ob ! for the old folks at 
hom e; now is the time to go and see 
them 
cheap.” 
“ W e are 
on 
top; 
Chicago, 517 50; New York, $28 50.” 
“ Now we've got 'em ; step inside 
and see the guillotine work. 
These 
arc fair samples of the style of advertising 
indulged in by the artists of the marking- 
E 
ot. As to the freight cut, one sees and 
ears less of it publicly than of the passen­ 
ger warfare, but about the Merchants' Ex­ 
change and in the wholesale business quar­ 
ters there is a great deal of discussion over 
it, and merchants are taking advantage of 
the low rates to order goods by rail from 
the East, even at the risk of overstocking. 
A certain journalist was overheard, the 
other day, bewailing bis hard fate because 
he did not possess suflicient capital to go 
into a big speculation which he could :ee 
arising out of the freight cut. He wanted 
just $199,000 90—he had 10 cents for a 
starter. His idea was to get a corner on 
the orange crop and ship the oranges 
through to the East at the low rates. 1 
mention this little matter in order to lead 
up to what seems to me to be something of 
an anomaly. 
AS REGARDS ORANGES. 
Here in this city, where one would sup­ 
pose oranges would be cheap and plentiful, 
you cannot buy at retail anything like good 
oranges short ofTorty cents per dozen, and 
for first quality as'bigh as sixty cents is 
asked, and line oranges are scarce even at 
these prices. It looks as if the select fruit 
is sent East and the poorer qualities re­ 
served for home consumption, but why 
this should be so I cannot understand, as 
San Francisco,- with its numerous wealthy 
and well-to-do people, certainly ought to 
be a good market for a first-class article. I 
know that such is the case as regards im ­ 
ported articles, and I have seen goods from 
abroad side by side on the shelves of stores 
with home-produced goods of equal qual­ 
ity selling more readily, and of course 
commanding a higher price. A prophet 
hath honor save in his own house and in 
his own country. This does not apply' to 
oranges alone. 1 am told by market men 
and fruit dealers that during the early 
fruit season it is next to impossible for 
them to procure choice fruit át prices to 
permit of prolit, as the best is Transported 
East. I also know this to be a fact from 
observation and experience. If you want 
early fruit or vegetables on their first 
appearance in market, you must pay a 
fancy price, as the bulk of the supply is 
shipped Eastward, creating a scarcity here. 
I have seen, in the higbt of the season, the 
markets almost bare of fine fruit, while 
the commission houses were shipping out 
fruit of the finest quality overland. In the 
case of the oranges at this time, I suppose 
that low freights, and the prospective fail­ 
ure of the Florida crop, have something to 
do with the scarcity and high prices. Cal­ 
ifornia oranges are improving year by year 
in size, flavor and appearance, and the finer 
qualities are equal to any grown in the 
most favored spots on earth, hut in San 
Francisco choice oranges are to be looked 
at, but not eaten, by poor folks.' 
. THE OAKLAND ELECTION. 
They have been having quite a lively 
time in the usually staid village of Oakland 
•ver the primaries and conventions for the 
city election, which takes place next Mon­ 
day. and the unfortunate individual whom 
an evil fate condemns to Oakland is almost 
driven frantic by the constant iteration of 
“ broad gauge," “ high license,” “ low 
license or no license.’" The fight is on the 
election of a Mayor, and the question of 
liquor license is said to enter into the con­ 
test ; but as to that there are doubts, and it 
seems more likely to be merely a side issue 
raised for effect. * The South Pacific Coast 
Itailroad Company wants to extend its 
local line through the heart of Oakland, 
and in order to do this it must obtain cer­ 
tain franchises from the City Council. A 
majority of the Council is supposed to be 
favorable to granting the franchises, but as 
that majority does not reach two-thirds, it 
is necessary for the company to have a 
Mayor who will sign the measures granting 
the franchises. The present Mayor, who is 
the Republican nominee for re-election, is 
popularly supposed to l*e favorable to the 
narrow-gauge interests. It is charged that 
a great deal of money was used in the Re­ 
publican prim aries' and Convention. I 
know it was quite a lively contest, but 
pretty much all the rustling seemed to be 
on the part ot the narrow-gauge folks. 
SACKCLOTH AND ASHES. 
There is a great deal of discontent and 
considerable open muttering among the 
Democratic brethren over the delay of the 
Administration in turning the rascals out 
in California, to make way for men who 
have “ fit. bled and died" in the Democratic 
cause. After gazing from afar on the prom­ 
ised land for lo! these many years, and 
then to find the old party in power, with 
offices as thick as two in a bed, and within 
sight of plucking, and then to find that 
they can t reach the fruit, makes them cry 
“ sour grapes” in tones of sadness that 
would make the fox in the fable retract his 
lament and swear that the grapes were the 
sweetest he ever tasted. Some of the more 
cautious expectants conservatively say that 
the California Democracy has no right to 
expect much of Cleveland, because the De­ 
mocracy of this State " went hack on him 
but it would he very difficult to find a 
Democrat who wants an office who will not 
take his solemn oath that he voted for 
Cleveland and Hendricks every time he got 
a chance. But, I believe that were there a 
Presidential election to occur to-rucrrow 
and Cleveland was the Democratic nomi­ 
nee, he could not get thirty per cent, of the 
Democratic vote of San Francisco. For 
once the chivalry and the shovelry are in 
accord. Mr. Cleveland has snubbed both 
wings with the utmost impartiality, and 
_ the "leaders of each are ready to fall on 
’ each others’ necks and weep over the de­ 
generacy of their part}- from Jacksonian 
principies. 
A SPECK OF MYSTERV. 
There is a bit of mystery connected with 
the Sub-Treasury in this city, which the 
ubiquitous and obtrusive reporter seems 
unable to penetrate or unravel, beyond 
mere rumor. W hen Brooks assumed the 
position of Treasurer he dismissed F. G. 
Bomemann, who for many years had held 
the jKisition of cashier, anil in iiis place ap­ 
pointed a Democrat named Ames. The 
latter had been in office but a short time 
when he asked leave of absence to attend 
the funeral of his son, at Santa Rosa. At 
this time a sudden and secret order came 
from Washington to dismiss Ames and 
reinstate Bomemann. who is an expert ac­ 
countant and thoroughly versed in the 
affairs of the Sub-Treasury. In the short 
interval which elapsed. Bomemann dis­ 
covered a shortage of $10.1X0 in somebody's 
acounts. bu» whether Ames was the delin­ 
quent has not publicly transpired. All the 
Treasury people are reticent, but it looks as 
though the matter had been “squared," 
notwithstanding that a special Treasury 


agent is on the way from W ashington to 
make an investigation, as it is stated, and 
probably with truth, that Bomemann had 
been displaced and John C. Maynard ap­ 
pointed m his stead. If the Democrats are 
going to commence stealing this early in 
the administration, it might perhaps be 
just as well to let the present rascals stay

L etter from A m ador County. 
Ena. R ecord-U n io n : I think it would be 
of some interest to the readers of the R ec­ 
ord-U nio n to get a few items from Amador 
county. Situated as we are in a remote 
part of the State, we are seldom represented 
by a correspondent. Sometimes we see a 
few lines from the pen of our old pioneer, 
E. S. Hall. He is now neariy four score 
years of age, with a deal of experience in 
the journalistic line, while I am a Native 
Son, bom and raised in Amador county. 
My parents immigrated to California in 
'52 from the Bnekeye State, therefore can 
be classed among the pioneers of Amador 
county, having resided in the county ever 
since their arrival here that year. My 
mol her is a daughter of Henry Girard, one 
of the first settlers of Miami county, Ohio. 
He surveyed the site of Troy, when 
Miami county was a vast wilderness, and 
died at the advanced age of 98 years. 
This brings into remembrance the few 
lines written by Mr. Hall, regarding old 
age, as apparently hereditary. ~ Both my 
grandfathers lived to the advanced age of 
ninety odd years. Ore of them died from 
sunstroke, and the other from the effects of 
a severe burn. They had families of eleven 
and twenty-two children respectively, none 
of whom, so far as I know, died under the 
age of 00 years, and most ol them reaching 
the ages of 70 and 80 years. 
Dropping this subject, let me say that 
Amador county has long been known for 
its mineral wealth, and as being one of the 
first in the State in the amount of gold 
yielded annually. The industry of quartz 
mining occupies a long column i'n the an­ 
nals of our county. 
Placer mining is al­ 
most a thing of the post. There are no 
large hydraulic mines in operation, and the 
few small one in actual running order will 
soon be worked out. 
In Amador county we have some of the 
richest gold-bearing' quartz in the world. 
New mines are being developed, giving 
employment to hundreds of workingmen. 
One singular feature in quartz mining is 
that Chinese help is never employed, 
thereby causing the money to be circulated 
among white laborers. But mining is a 
very fickle industry, and a goodly number 
of our people depend on agricultural pur­ 
suits. 
A few years ago the foothills of this 
county were thought to be unproductive, 
but experience has proved the fallacy of 
this belief. Hundreds of acres of land'are 
now being cleared and brought into culti- 
valion. Our little valleys are green with 
growing grain of all kinds, and the hill­ 
sides are well adapted to all kinds of semi- 
tropical fruits. Grapes, peaches, apples, 
pears and plums can be raised in great 
abundance. 
Oleta has an altitude of about 2,000 feet, 
and is situated with the surrounding coun­ 
try so as to presenta fine prospect of the 
far-reaching valleys below. The dome of 
the Capitol of our State can be distinctly 
seen from many of our hill-tops on a clear 
day. \\ e always have a good supply af 
pure drinking water, which is one of‘the 
necessaries ot health. It is singular, but 
true, that our orchards and vineyards thrive 
well on the hillsides without the least irri­ 
gation. 
Oliver Ball, of Shenandoah valley, three 
miles northeast from Plymouth, has just 
finished planting 12,000 "grape cuttings of 
choice variety. J. Davis has also planted 
several thousand cuttings, 
and 
the 
Uhlinger Bros, have under cultivation 
about 50,000 vines of every variety. So 
much for the northern part of Amador 
county, and the southern partis equally 
adapted to fruit-growing. Amador will, 
beyond doubt, become one of the leading 
grape-producing counties of the State. We 
also already have in the milling line three 
flouring mills in running order ; and other 
industries are being put forward. 
The excellent climate of our county can 
only be appreciated by those who give us 
a visit. At this date peach trees, almonds, 
cherries, etc., are in full bloom, and have 
been for several weeks. 
The denizens of Plymouth have organ­ 
ized an Anti-Chinese' Association. Oleta 
has the greatest Chinese population of any 
town in the county, and their influx is 
keenly felt by our people : but I suppose 
we must grin and stand it. Yours, 
Oleta, March 3, 1886.

T h e B erm uda Isla n d s.—The six princi­ 
pal islands constituting what is commonly 
known as " Bermuda ” are St. George, the 
most northern in the group, with St. Da­ 
vid's on the left, and separated from it by 
a ferry; then Bermuda is connected with 
St. George by a causeway nearly two miles' 
long: then Somerset, connected with Ber­ 
muda by a bridge; then Boaz, separated 
from Somerset by a ferry and connected 
with Deland Island by a bridge, thus mak­ 
ing it possible to drive from St. George to 
Ireland, as there is a sort of scow, Targe 
enough to take a horse and carriage on 
board, at the Somerset ferry, 8t. George 
being at the beginning of the J and Ireland 
at the end of the turn of it. Bermuda, or 
“ the main,” as it was formerly called, is 
the largest, containing 9,725 acres; St. 
George next, having 706. Somerset, 702; 
St. Darrel, 527; Ireland, 133, and Boaz 28. 
Then there are a good many other islands, 
varying in size from about 80 acres to 4, and 
more than 100 small islands, the most of 
which are in a “ state of nature.” and have 
no houses upon them. In all there are 
12,378 acres, of which 949 belong to the 
Imperial Government.—[Corr. Independent 
Statesman.

HOW AFFECTED BY IRRIGATION 
AND DRAINAGE. 


An Interesting Treatment o f the 
Subject fton; Experiences in 
India Here Stated. 


[University Bullet in No. 53.] 
About two years ago California was vis­ 
ited by W. J. Wilson,1“an English engineer 
connected with the Government of the 
Northwest Provinces and Oudh, India.with 
a view to studying the subjects indicated in 
the above heading in their connection with 
California practice. He was given such in­ 
formation and assistance toward the accom-' 
plishment of bis object as could be afforded 
by the agricultural department of the Uni­ 
versity and the State Engineer’s office at 
Sacramento, and he visited personally sev­ 
eral prominent alkali districts in the State. 
In letters subsequently received from him 
he dwelt strongly upon the exact analogy 
of the phenomena of “ alkali ” as appear­ 
ing in the two countries, and expressed the 
hope that California would profit in time 
by the bitter experience of “ the oldest 
country in the world.” W hat this experi­ 
ence has been is pregnantly set forth in a 
series of reports received here, not long ago. 
from the Director of Agriculture at the ag­ 
ricultural station of Cawnpore, Oudh ; and 
the burden of their tale is so instructive, 
and as far as comparable so nearly akin to 
what exists, or lins already occurred in Cal­ 
ifornia, that lengthy extracts from the same 
will be given in the report of the Agricult­ 
ural College for 1886. For the present it 
becomes of interest to state some of the 
main points, in view of the fact that in 
some of our irrigation districts measures 
looking to the relief from the a! ready grow­ 
ing evils are now under discussion. * 
RESULTS OBSERVED IN INDIA. 
The document in hand is entitled “ Re­ 
port of the Committee for Investigating 
Into the Causes of the Deterioration of 
Land by Reh in the Aligarh District.” 
This district lies southeast of the city of 
Delhi, between the Ganges and Jum na riv­ 
ers, and is traversed by the canal system 
diverging from these rivers. The report 
refers, however, to numerous other regions, 
notably the Punjaub, where precisely sim­ 
ilar conditions have been brought about as 
regards the scourge of " reh,” the latter be­ 
ing the Hindoostanee equivalent for “ al­ 
kali." 
The broad facts set forth are these : Prior 
to the establishment of the great irrigation 
canals by the English Government, regular 
cultivation in those countries was practi­ 
cally restricted to the moist lands immedi­ 
ately along the water courses, and to such 
as could be laboriously irrigated from wells, 
the latter being very numerous Occasion­ 
ally rainy seasons would there, as in south­ 
ern California, bring good harvests on un­ 
irrigated lands; but a failure of the rains 
brought a famine. Tracts rendered un- 
cultivatable by excess of alkali exist more 
or less throughout the northwest provinces, 
but under the old system of cultivation 
there was no appreciable increase of the 
area of these reh lands. 
The canals were built for the purpose of 
affording abundance of irrigation water; 
and in order that tliev might be easily 
available, they were laid high, so as to ai- 
low their water when used to flow naturally 
over or through the agricultural lands. No 
provision for drainage was made. 
ALKALI SWAMPS APPEAR. 
For a few years only benefits were ex­ 
perienced from the irrigation canals, and 
large plantation enterprises were set on 
foot where previously only scanty pasture 
formed the product of the land. Grad­ 
ually, however, it was noted that crops be­ 
gan to languish in the lower ground; and 
soon it became apparent that the latter was 
being converted into rapidly-enlarging 
swamps. More than this, it was observed 
that on the higher gronnd the reh spots pre­ 
viously existing were rapidly enlarging, 
and that new ones were being formed 
where before none had existed within the 
memory of man. This was, however, sim ­ 
ply a repetition of a previous experience, 
thus referred to by one of the members of 
the com mittee: “ When, under the Mughal 
dynasty, the Western Junna canal was 
open, reh was (so say the people) common 
throughout the tract', though not so highly 
developed as now. During the century of 
Mahratta misrule the canal was closed, and 
reh disappeared. The canal was reopened 
in 1820; and irrigation, far more extensive 
than before, was established in 1838, and 
swamps and reh were the immediate re­ 
sult." 
So great and extended is the injury thus 
inflicted, that while some members of the 
committee discuss the possible remedies of 
deepening the canals, establishing deep 
drainage, etc., one at least goes so far as to 
say that, rather than that this state of 
things should be allowed to continue and 
increase, it were better that the canals 
should be closed and the old system of 
well irrigation restored. There is little 
difference of opinion as to 
THE CAUSE OK THE EVIL 
And the source of the alkali. It is s^own 
that not only near, blit within even consid­ 
erable distances from the canals, the water 
table or subsoil waftr level has been raised 
from a distance of 20 to 50 feet, to within 
a few feet of, or actually to the surface. It 
has brought up with it, by an easily intelli­ 
gible process of upward leaching, all the 
alkali salts existing within the substrata 
thus traversed; and then by evaporation, 
these salts, before diffused throughout 
many feet of substrata, accumulate at the 
surface to such an extent as to render 
profitable cultivation impossible, if even 
they do not make the soil absolutely 
barren, by covering it with a white crust o'f 
salts. W hile the committee agree that the 
largest proportion of the damage lias been 
brought about by the rise of the water 
table by sidewise soakage from the high- 
lying canals, yet they state that the trouble 
has been greatly aggravated and expanded 
by the extravagant use of water by the 
peasants, who, relieved from the laborious 
processes of well-irrigation, took great sat­ 
isfaction in giving the land and crops a 
plenty, now that they had the water free of 
cost. It is estimated the water used often 
approaches 60 inches rainfall, and is equiv- 
lent to 27 inches, at least over the whole of 
the irrigated region. 
THE REMEDIES SUGGESTED 
By the committee, and in part carried into 
practice within the last five years, are the 
following: First, a deepening of the canals, 
so as to lower their water level, and hence 
that of the soakage water table, several teet 
at least below that of the lands to be irriga­ 
ted. 
This measure carries with it the re­ 
striction of the over-irrigation heretofore 
practiced, by compelling the ryots to raise 
the water by means of wheels or pumps, 
which is the second point insisted on. 
Third, they recommend the establishment 
of a system of drainage, by which the sur­ 
plus subsoil water shall drain into the riv­ 
ers, carrying with it also the reh salts, and 
thus relieving the land more or less per­ 
manently of that scourge. 
It unfortunately happens that the first of 
these measures offers in many cases in­ 
superable engineering difficulties, from the 
fact that the entire canal consDnction was 
calculated for high levels; so that deepen­ 
ing would often be equivalent to almost 
entire reconstruction. The establishment 
of drainage systems, also, offers great diffi­ 
culties in a region where, from the scanti­ 
ness of the rainfall, the surface conforma­ 
tion of the country is not favorably sculp­ 
tured. The enormous cost now to be in­ 
curred in applying thoroughly either or 
both of these remedies, of course stands 
seriously in the way of theD application. 
Had the effects of the high-laid canals and 
defective drainage been foreseen, a different 
svsteni could have been constructed with 
the same, or slightly greater cost. 
APPLICATION TO CALIFORNIA. 
It is hardly necessary to go farther into 
the details of these interesting reports to 
enforce the lesson and warning they con­ 
vey to our irrigating commnnitffis. In some 
of the latter, the evils now besetting the 
irrigation districts of northwest India are 
already Iiecoming painfully apparent; and 
to expect them not to increase unless the 
proper remedies are applied, is to hope that 
natural laws will be waived in favor of 
California. Some early enthusiasts have 
practically gone as far as this, but thesober 
business sense of the community has by 


this time come to a different conclusion. 
The natural conditions under which the 
irrigation canals of India have brought 
about the reh scourge, are exactly repro­ 
duced in the great valley of California ; and 
what has happened in India will assuredly 
happen there also, unless timely precau­ 
tions are taken. 
In several reports heretofore published— 
more especially in that for 1880—I have 
urged the necessity of drainage correlative 
with irrigation, in'order to avoid the con­ 
version of some of the finest agricultural 
lauds of the San Joaquin valley into 
swampy alkali flats. I have urged the 
more sparing use of water, in order to re- 
sDfct as much as possible the “ rise of the 
alkali” from unnecessary evaporation, and 
have suggested both means tor preventing 
its accumulation near the surface, and for 
mitigating its corrosive qualities. Analyses 
of the waters of the several rivers flowing 
from the Sierras, as well as those of arte­ 
sian wells, have been made, to show how 
far such waters might contribute to the 
increase of the alkali unless simulta­ 
neous drainage were enabled to remove 
the 
accumulation. 
The 
waters 
of 
Tulare and the other lakes of the valley, 
similarly tested, have been found to be un­ 
fit for irrigation, unless under exceptional 
conditions or precautions. Thus, with the 
practical experience already had, all the 
data for intelligent action iii the premises 
are at hand ; and according to a number of 
recent reports and observations, such action 
is in some localities becoming the question 
of first importance to those who would 
prevent their orchards and vineyards from 
being drowned out by water-logging, or 
their wheat fields from becoming one vast 
alkali plain. Single individuals, however, 
can do but little in the matter ; the action 
to be taken must, of necessity, be that of 
whole communities.

THE CHINESE QUESTION. 
The Antl-Chlnese Sentiment as Fell in 
Nebraska. 
E d s. R ecord-U n io n : W hat effects the 
vital interest of oue section of our country 
effects the whole. The Chinese question is 
by all odds the most important one of the 
day, and the people of this section most 
heartily sympathize with the people of the 
Pacific ccast in their endeavor to be rid of 
the Chinese, for it is not only those that 
are at present here, but the countless horde 
in the back ground that would soon over­ 
run our whole country and destroy our 
civilization. W hat you of the Pacific coast 
are now undergoing we would soon have 
to contend with. It is to be hoped that 
Congress will soon take active measures to 
relieve the country from this curse. In 
comparing European civilization with the 
Asiatic, is as between day and night. The 
European emigrant brings often money, 
and soon becomes one of us. W hat he 
produces or earns is retained in the coun­ 
try ; his manners, customs, habits and civ­ 
ilization is our own. If the country needs 
his services as a soldier he is ready"to ren­ 
der it. 
The Chinese civilization is antagonistic 
to our own, and if allowed to continue to 
come would soon supplant it. He brings 
vices, immorality and disease of the worst 
possible character. He undermines all of 
our institutions. He undermines us so­ 
cially, moraliy, physically and financially. 
What he earns is sent out of the country. 
Of what benefit is he in time of war? lie 
does not drink intoxicating liquors, but 
ten times worse to the destruction of many 
whites, he introduces his opium smoking. 
He is more economical. When an Ameri­ 
can lives like a Chinaman what becomes of 
our social system ? Can an American who 
has the good of his country at heart uphold 
these aliens to the detriment of his fellow 
countrymen ? 
As for me I have nothing against the Chi­ 
naman in his own country. It is only his 
introduction to our own country to the de­ 
struction of our institutions. The senti­ 
ment of the people of this part of the coun­ 
try is, that the Chinese should be expelled 
and no more allowed to come. We are a 
farming community, and composed of an 
intelligent, law-abiding class of citizens 
who have the good of our whole country at 
heart. 
A number of my neighbors have con­ 
templated emigrating to California who 
could bring sufficient means to secure 
themselves comfortable homes and farins 
in your glorious climate, but who have 
been deterred therefrom, because of the 
number of Chinese that so infest that coun­ 
try. Is it not preferable to have people of 
this character to the Mongolians? We 
hesitate to bring our families in contact 
with such a degraded race, and we do not 
feel like contending against them for our 
bread and butter. We cannot survive on 
the pittance that they can, and maintain 
our respect as American citizens and do 
our duty to soeiety.

The Wonders of the Sea. 
The sea occupies three-fifths of the sur­ 
face of the earth. At the depth of about 
3,500 feet waves are not felt. The tem­ 
perature is the same, varying only a trifle 
from the ict of the pole to the burning sun 
of the equator. A mile down the water 
has a pressure of over a ton to the square 
inch. 
If a box six feet deep were 
filie»! with sea water and allowed to evapo­ 
rate under the sun, there would be two 
inches of salt left on the bottom. In the 
many bays on the coast of Nurwav the wa­ 
ter often freezes at the bottom before it 
does above. 
Waves are very deceptive. To look at 
them in a storm, one would think the 
water traveled. The water stays in the 
same place, but the motion goes on. Some­ 
times in storms these waves are 40 feet 
high, and travel 50 miles an hour—more 
than twice as fast as the swiftest steamer. 
The distance from valley to valley, be­ 
tween the waves is generally fiteen times 
times the hight; hence a wave five 
feet high will extend over seventy-five feet 
of water. The force of the sea dashing on 
Bell Rock is said to be 17 tons for each 
square yard. Evaporation is a wonderful 
power in drawing the water from the sea. 
Every year a layer of the entire sea, four­ 
teen feet, is taken up into the clouds. The 
winds bear their burden into the land, 
aud the water comes down in rain 
upon the fields, to flow back at last through 
rivers. The depth of the sea presents an 
interesting problem. If the Atlantic were 
lowered 6.564 feet, the distance from shore 
to shore would be half as great, or 1,500 
miles. If lowered a little more than three 
miles, say 19,680 feet, there would be a road 
of dry land from Newfoundland to Ireland. 
This is the plain on which the great At­ 
lantic cables were laid. The Mediterranean 
is comparatively shallow. A drying up of 
060 feet would leave three different seas, 
and Africa would be joined with Italy. 
The British channel is more like a pond, 
which accounts for its choppv waves. 


F ren c h R ew ards 
to Sc ie n c e. — The 
Academy of Sciences at Paris now has 
about $15,000 a year to disburse in prizes, 
of which thirty-three are at its disposal. 
Although in most cases the competing 
essays or memoirs may be written in any 
modem language, prizes often remain un­ 
awarded on account of the lack of merit of 
all papers presented. 
The 1885 prizes 
awarded in December include one to Mons. 
Colladoii, of Geneva, for the application of 
condensed air as a motive power in tunnel­ 
ing mountains; one to Dr. Edlund, of 
Stockholm, for a memoir on the electrical 
tension of the atmosphere, in which he 
treats the earth itself as a great magnet, 
and one to Mons. Chamberland. Pa3teur’s 
principal assistant, for a china ware filter, 
which is said to stop any and every germ 
or organic particle of any kind. In addi­ 
tion to the amount mentioned, the Acade­ 
my holds *20,000 as tha Breant cholera 
prize for a cure of that disease, the interest 
of this sum having been distributed among 
several minor writers on the cause of the 
malady.

SLATE-WHITER EXPOSED. 


THE FAMOUS DR. SLADE COBfES 
TO GRIEF. 


W rites on Slates on His Knee and 
M anipulates Slates and Chairs 
with His Toes. 


[From the Boston Herald. 
It appears that, after all, it is only a ques­ 
tion of time and the right kind of opportu­ 
nity when every so-called spiritualist me­ 
dium who produces what are claimed to be 
physical manifestations of spiritual force, 
will be exposed to the world as an impos­ 
tor and a fraud. This has, at least, proved 
true of the vaunted slate-wnter, Henry 
Slade, who, two weeks ago was attracted to 
Weston, W. Va., on the guarantee of mon­ 
ey and patronage to the amount of $200 or 
over. He was installed at the Bailey House, 
and, with the assistance oT J. Simmons, his 
agent, was soon astounding the natives by 
his wonderful exhibitions of “spirit power.” 
Dr. Slade also delivered a lecture on Spirit­ 
ualism, which is characterized by the local 
E 
aper, the Weston World, as “ adesultory 
arangue of one anda half hours, in which 
the speaker made but one point in favor of 
spiritualism, and that one point showed 
the very fraud of the transaction on its 
face.” The lecture diu not leave an agreea­ 
ble impression, and “ after the lecture 
there were not a few who were ready to de­ 
nounce the man as a fraud, and public sen­ 
timent rapidly cemented against him .” At 
his room at the hotel Slade was still master 
of the situation—at least he thought so. 
But an evil combination of conditions ex­ 
posed him to the fate he most dreaded—de­ 
tection. 
How exposure was brought about is thus 
described by the Weston World: “ Slade's 
room was next to the room of A. A. Lewis, 
the floor of which is several inches lower 
than that qf Slade's. There is a door 
between these two rooms, and under the 
door considerable of a vacancy. It occurred 
to some of the investigators that if, as they 
suspected, Slade made the spiritual mani­ 
festations by physical means, he could be 
detected by watching under the door above 
mentioned. 
Accordingly, to 
convince 
themselves, a new subject for a sitting was 
sent in, after the watchers had been posted 
at the door, and the usual phenomena oc­ 
curred. At the same time the watchers 
were rewarded with complete expose of the 
great (?) medium’s wonderful powers. He 
possesses a most remarkable agile foot, and 
while the attention of the visitor was di­ 
rected to the top of the table, he actively 
moved his foot around under the table, or 
out to the side of the table, and by working 
his foot in between the rungs of a chair 
would lift it up, or cause it to "move two or 
three feet one way or the other across the 
room. He would take the slate in his foot, 
or between his toes somehow, and cause it 
to appear at the edge of the table opposite 
the visitor, or throw it across under the 
table into the lap of the investigator. He 
was seen to place the slate on his knee un­ 
der the table, while apparently waiting the 
coming of the spirits, and write with his 
own hands the messages said to have come 
from the departed, and, strange to relate, 
at the same time would be talking in a dis­ 
connected way on various subjects, appa­ 
rently to distract attention from his work. 
During all these manifestations he was 
twitching and contorting, as if undergoing 
the' most extreme agony. One after an­ 
other of the investigators’ went to the room 
of Mr. Lewis, and, looking under the door, 
saw plainly and clearly the trickerv of ‘the 
world renowned.' This plan of operation 
was begun on Sunday afternoon last, and 
continued until Monday evening, wlien 
sufficient evidence had 'been procured to 
justify the arrest of the parties on a charge 
of procuring money under false pretense. 
Everything was kept quiet. None but the 
initiated knew of the discovery and detec­ 
tion, but complaint was made’ and a war­ 
rant placed in the hands of Deputy Sheriff 
Whelan. During the day bills were circu­ 
lated fora free lecture by Dr. Slade at the 
Court-house, on the subject of 'Independent 
Slate W riting.’ This announcement brought 
out a large crowd, which seemed to stim u­ 
late the ‘doctor’ to his best efforts, and the 
address was at least fifty per cent, better 
than the former.” 
At the close of the lecture E. S. Barrett, 
a Spiritualist, came forward and explaiued 
the manner in which Slade liad been caught 
in his tricks, as related above, and charac­ 
terizing him as “ the most consummate 
fraud of the age.” The World thus graphi­ 
cal!}' pictures the scene; 
“ During the progress of Barrett’s re­ 
marks showing his perfidy, Slade was a 
S 
icture to behold. At first he thought Mr. 
arrett was going to give him a good send 
off. He imagined he had covered himself 
all over with glory in Weston, as his face 
very plainly indicated. But a ciiange came 
o’er the 'spirit' of his dream, and when 
Barrett closed his remards amid the ap­ 
plause of the audience, nineteen-twentieths 
of whom believed him to be a base fraud, 
he was certainly a more dumbfounded man 
than any of his visitors had ever been.” 
Mr. Barrett was followeil by several other 
gentlemen who had witnessed Slade’s 
tricks through the crack under the door. 
“ To say that the audience was greatly sur­ 
prised," says the World, “ is hardly'suffi­ 
ciently expressed—it was so wildly de­ 
lighted that it wanted to hear from Siade, 
but he said he had no argument to offer, 
and especially when everybody was against 
him —that ho had been deceived if the 
speakers had been deceived—implying that 
if the tricks mentioned had been per­ 
formed by him it was outside of his knowl­ 
edge.” 
Slade and Simmons were held until the 
following day, when, on being brought be­ 
fore a magistrate, they waived an examina­ 
tion, and were allowed to recognize each to 
the amount of $500 to appear before the 
March Court in answer toan indictment. 
It is safe to say, however, that both worth­ 
ies will not put in an appearance in March 
at the Court in question. 
The KeUyio Vhilosophleal Journal of Jan­ 
uary 23d, with a view to giving both sides 
of the case, prints a letter from the S. E. 
Barrett above named, detailing minutely 
the attraction of Slade to Weston and his 
exp»>sure at that place. To this are ap­ 
pended certificates indorsing Mr. Barrett's 
statements. 
J. Simmons, Slade's agent, also gives his 
version of the affair. In this he says ; “ I 
never doubted that those men saw what 
they said they did ; at the same time I was 
just as sure that Slade was as innocent of 
wliat they charged him as you [the editor] 
are, wherever you may have been at that 
time. But I also realize»! that my theory’ 
would be of no avail In a Court of justice. 
Have myself seen a hand which, if Slade 
had been where it was possible for his hand 
to appear, I would have been willing to 
swear was Slade's hand. W hen one of iiis 
hands was resting on the table, the other 
holding the slate under the leaf at the cor­ 
ner, the third hand holding a clothes brush 
that a moment before was brushing me 
from the knee down, carue up at the end of 
the table opposite Slade, which was forty- 
two inches long. • * * One word more 
in this direction before I leave it. It is well 
known that the pencil is hidden from view 
while independent writing is produced. 
Dr. Slade's guides have often told me there 
is a foice going out from the human eye 
that interfered with the subtle conditions 
to such an extent that so far they have been 
unable to overcome it—although persons 
have seen the bit of pencil as it was finish­ 
ing the last words.” Mr. Barrett, referring 
to the agent of Slade, says : “ After the ex­ 
posure J. Simmons did not denv, but. on 
the contrary, said that he believed we had 
seen all wo claimed, but that it was the 
work of spirits who had materialized the 
foot and hand that were seen producing the 
phenomena.’’ Mr. Simmons would make 
a fine special pleader, but he Is now mak­ 
ing a visit to Europe along with Dr. Slade, 
in order to bring tresh evidence of the lat- 
ter's great “ power" as a medium from Ger­ 
man scientists.

In the beautiful district of F annet, on the 
coast o f Donegal, neur Lough Sw iliy—the 
Luke o f Shadow s—lived two poor families, 
celebrated far and w ide as the best neigh­ 
bors ever know n o r heard of.

T h e y A re Q u ie tly T r a n s f e r r e d to a M ag ­ 
n ific e n t S a r c o p h a g u s . 
T he dispatches announced on the Oth of 
last m onth the placing o f the rem ains of 
th e late President Garfield in a sarcophagus. 
An E astern exchange gives th e follow ing 
concerning it from a Cleveland dispatch of 
th at d a te : 
Lakeview Cem etery presented a beauti­ 
ful an 1 picturesque view this m orning, the 
silent sentry passing back and forth in front 
of the Garfield vault, and all was silence as 
the tom b. ¡Suddenly three conveyances ap ­ 
peared on the scene, which brought a 
handsom e bronze sarcophagus, th e under­ 
taker an d hair re presentatives of th e press. 
No one else was present but Jam es It. G ar­ 
field, Lieutenant Kdwards and the soldiers 
stationed a; Garfield Post. 
T he transfer 
the rem ains o f th e late 
President Jam es it. Garfield has been under 
consideration 
for 
som e tim e, and the 
gathering ’.vas 
for th is purpose. 
The 
casket w hich contained all th a t is m ortal 
of the m artyred President rested in its 
usual position in th e vault, and its shellac- 
stained 
Vs presented a natural appear­ 
ance. 
W ithered flowers were there, and 
evidences on'every hand show ed th a t the 
illustrious dead w as rem em bered‘by loving 
friends. 
T he casket was not opened, bu t wa- qui­ 
etly placed in the sarcophagus under the 
direction of th e undertaker. 
T he outer 
covering was then herm etically sealed, and 
th e rem ains were lost to m ortal view for­ 
ever . T he sarcophagus was then returned 
to the vault, w here it w ill rem ain until the 
handsom e m onum ent w hich is to be erected 
in m em ory of th e honored dead is com ­ 
pleted. 
T h - sarcophagus is a work o f art 
and is th e finest article of th e kind eve- 
m anufactured in th is country. It is of soitd 


bronze m etal, handsom ely ornam ented, an e 
weighs •) "i p o und-, 
T - ’ ton ii partially 
ovni, an d m assive bands ru n a o rg th e sides 
and end. 
T he entire sarcophagus rests on 
four lions feet, one at each corner, in d i­ 
cating strength. 
A handsom e tablet of superb w orkm an­ 
ship was placed on th e top of the sarcopha­ 
gus. 
It is 6 by 15 inches, was designed by 
Tiffany, and cannot be duplicated for $400. 
One m an was constantly em ployed for 
forty-live days in doing the chasing work. 
On each eud are lilie s; oak lee.ves and 
acorns ornam ent th e projections in th e err,- 
ter, w hile lichen aud calvcanthus are in ter­ 
tw ined, giving a beauiiitil effect. The tablet 
is sym bolical of th e dead President, sym ­ 
bolizing, as it does, his love of hom e by the 
lichens, his love o f m ankind bv th e calv- 
canthus, his purity by th e lily, and his 
courage by the oak. 
T he cost of th e sar­ 
cophagus was $2,Out). 
T he m ilitary guard 
about th e vault will be continued until the 
latter part of next June.

An exchange tells this story of a French 
sergeant to whom was intrusted th e over­ 
sight of tw enty-four soldiers, and who, 
doubtless, had the cliance to find out for 
him self the tru th of Longfellow’s statem ent 
th at "tilings are not w hat they seem .” 
In th e building w hich they’soldiers were 
to occupy there were nine room s, so he ar­ 
ranged his m en in th e follow ing m anner, 
taking care to keep the center room to him ­ 
self, so th at he could thus m anage a sort of 
a w arlike “ puss in the corner.” 
By this disposition o f his 
m en, the brave sergeant had 
nine stationed on each face 
oí th e building, and so flat­ 
tered him self th at it was 
well guarded. 
By and by 
the soldiers grew tired, anil 
not seeing any signs of d an ­ 
ger. they knocked at the door o f the center 
room, and asked perm ission to alter the ar­ 
rangem ent, so th at they m ight have a little 
am usem ent. 
The sergeant gave consent on condition 
that there should be alw ays nine m en on 
each side of the hou$e, and then retired to 
rest. 
A bout an h o u r afterw ard he w ent his 
rounds, and found 
the

arranged 
th u s :

T here were nine on each 
side, so h e w ent peacefully 
to bed again, quite satisfied 
w ith th e conduct of 
his 
m en, an d little im agining 
th at four soldiers had gone 
for a walk in the tow n, as 
you m ay see if you count the num beie in 
the pian adjoining. 
Not long afterw ard the tru an ts returned, 
bringing w ith them four friends. 
T here 
were now tw enty-eight m en in the build­ 
ing. 
F o r th e second tim e the sergeant 
w ent liis 
rounds, a id found the room s 
occupied as follows : 
“ N ine on each side,” he 
th o u g h t; "certainly I am a 
lucky fellow to have such a 
¡trustw orthy set o f m en u n ­ 
der m e.” 
A nd y et there 
were four m ore soldiers than 
there were at first, and eight 
more than w hen he first went 
round. 
T ruly "th in g s are not w hat th e .’ 
seem .” 
Soon after the sergeant had retired, four 
m ore fresh soldiers cante in, so the n u m ­ 
ber of th e detachm ent was increased to 
thirty-tw o. 
Once m ore th e vigilant ser­ 
geant w ent round. 
Once inore he tound 
nine on each side, and w ent back to his 
room w ithout suspecting mischief. 
W hy should he be doubtful w hen there 
were alw ays n ine on each side? 
By and by four m ore m en cante in, and 
the num ber in the building was raised to 
thirty-six. T he m en were at 
first afraid tiiat they would 
he found out, but after a little 
w hile th ey m anaged to a r­ 
range them selves so th a t the 
ntagic n u m b er should still be 
found on each side—neither 
m ore nor les3. 
A nd so. for the fourth tim e th e sergeant 
counted, and was satisfied. 
Made hold by th eir suc­ 
cess in puzzling th eir leader. 
I lie m en agreed th at h alf 
-hould leave the building, 
only eighteen rem aining be­ 
hind.

An em inent physician gives the follow­ 
ing practical advice: 
To be able to stand 
cold one m ust eat sticlt kinds of food as will 
give plenty of beat, and m ust also accustom 
the system as m uch as possible to cold. 
H eat-form ing foods are rice, sago, tapioca, 
potatoes, the grains of wiieat. oats, barley, 
and especially maize. 
I do not recom m end 
fat, because it is difficult of digestion, but 


f i \ m oderation it is useful. 
O atm eal por­ 
ridge, eaten w ith b u tter and sugnr, form s a 
good cold-resisting breakfast. T hen rice, 
w ith peas, barley,’ and a little oil or fat, 
m akes a good d in n e r; w hilst for tea, som e 
brown bread, w ith butter an d preserves, 
will do. 
To accustom the body to cold, 
one m ust not w rap up too m uch, but m ake 
the body adapt itself as m uch as possible 
to th e cold. 
T he h um an system possesses 
in the brain a center for the governm ent of 
the heat of the body, by w hich it is alw ays 
kept at one uniform heat. 
If we heat our 
bodies by hot drinks, heaps of clothes, hot 
rooms, etc., we give this center littie to do. 
But if we expose the body to cold air, 
take our food nearly cold, and do not 
clothe loo heavily, we keep this in good 
condition, and it will keep the body w arm 
if we give it the necessary food, and is 
ready for sudden exposures. T he body can 
be accustom ed to cold by m eans of air- 
baths or exposing th e nude body to th e 
air. 
T his can be done by taking exercise 
at the sam e tim e, and so no cold will be 
felt. 
In connection witli heaps of clothes, 
I may say th at I have cured two o r three 
weak chests by m aking the persons throw 
aside the chest protectors ¡w hich are a 
snarej and sponge the chest daily. 
W hen 
cold do not rush to the fire, but lake a 
sharp run, stam p the feet, and throw the 
arm s across th e chest, m aking the fingers 
h it th e back—like th e cabm en do. 
Avoid 
hut fluids, of tea a n d jsoups, which give a 
fl-eting feeling o f w arm th. 
They are very 
good if you w ant to restore a nu m b per­ 
son. 
B ut if you are not m uch in the open 
air, tak e your food nearly cold, and the 
sy.-teiu will then supply the required heat, 
h u d you will find you can stand the cold 
m uch better than if vou took hot drin k s.”

DANGER AHEAD. 


The published correstamdenee between 
the Chinese Government and its repre­ 
sentative at W ashington reveals that a 
powerful influence is at work to affect the 
Chinese question adversely to Pacific coast 
interests. 
Chinese officials, on informa­ 
tion furnished from the San Francisco 
Consulate, declare that the stories of out­ 
rages upon Chinese on this slo¡>e have an­ 
gered the 
Cantonese, and 
that 
they 
threaten to retaliate upon Americans in 
China. 
It is also intim ated that unless 
the Government of the Fnited States re­ 
sponds affirmatively to the demand of 
China for damages, reprisals m aybe made 
hv China to the injury of the property of 
Americans in th at country. 
All this is 
passible. 
The Cantonese are an excitable 
people. 
Doubtless the stories of outrages 
upon their countrymen here have t>een 
greatly exaggerated and much over-col­ 
ored. 
Such tales grow by attrition on the 
long route to Canton. 
They will swell 
still more by repetition among the Chinese, 
whose hatred of “ foreign devils” only 
slumbers, and will eagerly seize upon ex­ 
cuse for manifestation. 
Of course what 
the Cantonese threaten nifty napppn, but 
we do not anticipate it, unless bad coun­ 
sels prevail liere. 
It is possible, in that 
event, that our people in China may 
■ ‘!er in property and loss of life. 
The 
1 cited 
¡states 
Government 
will, 
of 
course, 
thus 
forewarned, 
take 
every 
precautionary 
measure to 
pre­ 
vent such dire result*. 
China we cannot 
trust. 
H er patriarchs are a cunning lot. 
They will assume to protect our people, 
but will be conveniently and easily over­ 
come by “ irresponsible” mobs, for whose 
acts they will be content to answer in coin. 
From a brutal and wholly selfish point of 
view, it may be said that such an outcome 
would lie “ good for the anti-Chinese cause 
liere.” 
From a moral and civilized posi­ 
tion, it would be infamous, even in con­ 
templation. 
Doubtless the radical, rabid 
and 
unreasoning agitators amongst us 
would be willing to sacrifice the lives and 
the property of the 600 Americans in 
Chiua in order to gain their points here. 
If they can contribute to provoke a con­ 
flict, they will not hesitate a moment to do 
so. 
Fortunately such agencies are limited 
in number, and not of irresistible influence. 
At present they have a comparatively 
small following. 
Ilut if they are encour­ 
aged, openly or by silence, they will rap­ 
idly swell, and the results may be of the 
gravest character. 
W hile, theiefore, the 
President and Mr. Bayard are wisely and 
adroitly debating the case w ith China, and 
doing just what should be done to prevent 
a conflict, the people of California have a 
duty to perform. 
Every man and woman 
having the interests of the State at heart, 
and regarding the Chinese cause as mer. 
itorious when kept within lawful bounds, 
should 
exert 
his 
or 
her 
}>er-onal 
influence in opposition to the reckless 
spirit that is driving the Chinese from one 
town to another, bundling their property 
out of their houses, and carting them 
away despite th eir protests. 
Every law- 
abiding man and woman should be vigor­ 
ous in exertion to condemn and restrain 
the insane policy of dispossessing Chinese 
residents by threats, menaces or any un­ 
lawful methods. 
W e cannot be rid of the 
Chinese by any procedure of violence or 
intim idation. 
We may not trade with 
th em ; there is no moral or legal obliga­ 
tion to compel the people to buy of them. 
They are here uj>on lawful sufferance, and 
have no claim to the unwilling patronage 
of the people. 
But they are entitled to 
live here in peace until by law that right 
is revoked, to be protected in their lives, 
persons and property. To maltreat, vio­ 
lently dispossess or forcibly remove them, 
or compel their going l>y threat or menace 
is cowardly and destructive of the anti- 
Chinese cause. 
We are perfectly well 
aware that a great many people who are 
recognized as law-abiding, peaceful and 
Jionornble, have been engaged in these 


Chinese drives. 
B ut they have been led I 
by hot blood, demagogues and mistaken 
notions of the influence of such acts. They 
will live to see that such conduct is unbe­ 
coming .American citizens, imperils sacred 
rights, puts in jeopardy the effort to secure 
the exclusion of the Chinese, drives from 
the anti-Chinese canse elements it cannot 
spare, and involves our Government in a 
manner from which there may possibly be 
no escape except by a path of blood. 


A W8BD ABOUT THE FAIR SEASON. 


The State Board of Agriculture has done 
a wise thing in retaining in office for an­ 
other year its efficient chief executive offi­ 
cer, Mr. Carr. 
It is always wise in such 
organizations, when competency and reli­ 
ability are secured, to extend the terms of 
their service. 
The Board is eomjtosed of 
men of broad and long ex]>erience in con­ 
ducting the affairs of the Agricultural 
Department^ and the people are justified, 
therefore, in expecting from them a pro­ 
gressive and expanding policy in the m at­ 
ter of the breadth, importance and widen­ 
ing influence of the annual State exposi­ 
tions. 
The time has gone by when any mere 
localism attaches to the annual fairs. They 
are now representative of the whole State, 
and all 
its industries and productions. 
B ut while this is true, they have not been 
as broadly and exhaustively representative 
as they should be. 
This is attributable to 
no fault of the managing boards, but solely 
to the fact that our people have not yet 
fully realized the importance and high 
character of the expositions. 
T hat is a 
slow processor education, but it progresses, 
and, precisely as it does, the expositions 
reflect it. 
For instance, how brief is the 
time w ithin which the several counties 
have made grouped competitive exhibits, 
and how admirably have those exhibits 
served the purposes of this State in de­ 
monstrating to the world at large the 
capacities of our soil and climate. 
Out of 
the county exhibits at the State Fairs 
sprang the idea of sending examples of 
them to Eastern fairs, and so it came about 
that at New Orleans and Louisville and 
elsewhere, a fid even in England, the se­ 
lected exhibits of the counties, originally 
shown at our State Fair, have become mis­ 
sionaries to and teachers of far distant 
peoples concerning California. 
These re­ 
sults have been attained through the broad 
and liberal policy adopted by the Central 
Pacific and Southern Pacific Railroad Com­ 
panies, without whose activity in the m at­ 
ter the exhibits would not have been sent 
eastward or properly shown. 
We are now approaching another ex­ 
hibition season. 
The call will again be 
made for the counties to exhibit and to 
enter into geuerou- and praiseworthy com­ 
petition for money rewards. 
This is all 
well enough, but we wish to again call up 
the proposition made by the R ec o r d- 


U n io n three years ago, that direct effort 
be put forth to organize local activities 
in 
the 
counties where the Grangers 
w.ll 
not 
take 
hold 
of the m at­ 
ter, 
or 
do 
not 
exist, 
to 
secure 
county representation. 
The plan devised 
at that time was that the State Board 
should send one or more agents early in 
the season, to all the counties, to get the 
people in agricultural and industrial cen­ 
ters organized for the purjwse of having 
the county properly represented. 
This 
plan proceeds upon the principle that 
what is everybody’s business is nobody’s 
business. 
Two active men could, in three 
months’ time, visit all the counties where 
there is not organized effort and put in 
motion the necessary machinery to the 
desired end. 
It would be a good invest­ 
ment for the State Board—money well ex­ 
pended. 
It would 
probably result in 
twenty counties exhibiting instead of five 
pr six. 
The stimulus of premiums is a 
proper tiling to use, but there are counties 
that cannot hope to secure premiums ; yet 
their people may be convinced of the im­ 
mediate beneficial results of exhibiting. 
Some such exertion, we learn, is being 
made bv the Mechanics’ Institute Fair 
management, and this renders it all the 
inore necessary that the State Board should 
meet this influence, and not be shorn of 
the legitimate fruits of its past labors. 
Gne more suggestion—the outgrowth of 
experience and observation at the last 
State Fair. 
The awards should be so 
scaled as to give to every county exhibit­ 
ing something toward meeting the ex- 
l>enses made necessary by the exhibit. 
This done, the county exhibits will over­ 
shadow all others in our fairs. 


ENCOURAGING THIEVERY. 


Here is a striking example of the dis­ 
honesty, meanness and shamefacedness of 
the system th at permits foreigners to rob 
our authors of the results of th eir brain 
labor, and encourages our people to thiev­ 
ery and literary piracy. 
The Popular Sci­ 
ence Monthly tells the story, and from its 
recital we abbreviate the tale of moral (?) 
education. 
Professor Jam es Sully, of Ixm- 
don, after years of labor produced and 
published his celebrated work, “ Outlines 
of Psychology.” 
It cost him brain force, 
mental labor, much money, physical, ex­ 
haustion and years of time. 
H e was enti­ 
tled by every principle of decency, right 
and manliness to all the proceeds and re­ 
wards of his genius and exertion and vital 
energy. 
Ills American publishers, so be­ 
lieving, paid him an agreed royalty, though 
there was no law to compel them to do so. 
His publishers are honest men, if this ac­ 
tion is any indication of moral upright­ 
ness. 
In this valuable work, to which the 
intellectual world at once did obeisance, 
were chapters and parts and paragraphs on 
practical and theoretical education which 
immediately won the plaudits of American 
educators. 
It was at once demanded that 
these chapters and parts lie published sep­ 
arately in cheaper form, to enable all 
teachers and others to secure the valuable 
matter. 
Mr. Bully's American publishers 
shut their doors in the face of many people 
who wanted the “ jo b ” of preparing the 
lesser book. 
They wrote to Mr. Sully and 
asked him to do the work, and he agreed 
to make the compend and they agreed to 
pay him for it. 
Thereupon the -American 
pubiishersadvertised the forthcoming book 
widely, and Mr. Bully began his labors. 
H e planned to make the new book com­ 
plete, 
to 
connect 
the scattered 
parts 
on 
the 
topics 
named, 
to 
add 
new notes, and in fact present the desired 
matter as ouly a competent man, and he, of 
all others;, could. In the midst of the labor 
a Mr. Reinhart, Principal of the Paterson 
(New Jersey) H igh School ripped out the 


chapters and parts in Mr. Sally’s book re­ 
ferred to, put them together, added a few 
notes, and coolly offered the job lot to D. 
Appleton & Co., Bully’s publishers, to pub­ 
lish for him. 
They indignantly declined, 
R einhart found another publisher, the bas­ 
tard work was put upon the market, and 
Mr. R einhart puts the profits—let us hope 
they are small—into his pocket. 
A ll this 
because we have no law protecting the 
products of brain, in America, th at hap­ 
pens to be in the skull of a man who lives 
just over the big pond. 
Of course, accord­ 
ing to law, Mr. R einhart is an honest man. 
According to long usage, his act was 
strictly upright and defensible— in law. It 
is fortified by precedent and the fact that 
equally as unscrupulous persons over the 
water treat our authors in like manner. 
But in the eyes of men who do not look 
into the statute book for codes of morals ; 
who do not measure guilt by the absence 
of lawful condemnation ; who believe' that 
the laborer is worthy of his hire ; who 
hold that if the foreigner who invents an 
improvement to a fine-toothed comb is en­ 
titled to protection in the United States 
under the patent laws, so also Is the alien 
who invents a book, or evolves a new idea, 
or coins his brain into new thought—all 
such men must hold th at Mr. R einhart’s 
act was one of moral thievery. 
The whole 
international copyright question is summed 
up in the statement we have thus made, and 
the comments we have injected into it. It 
is a very simple m atter—only a proposi­ 
tion to deal as honestly with the stranger 
as with those of our own household. 


A w r it e r in the Forum lias a vigorous 
and thoughtful paper upon the decadence 
of American domestic service. He deplores 
the fatt that the American girl is disap­ 
pearing from the sphere of service in 
families. 
It is unquestionably a calamity, 
and, as he says, both to themselves and to 
the public. 
It is based on an absurd pre­ 
judice. 
The serving-girl in a peaceful, 
well-ordered family, is more independent, 
better fed and cared for, better paid and 
better in every way, than the toiling 
needle-woinan. 
The “ menial ” service is 
on the side of the sewing woman and the 
shop girl. 
The vocation of the housewife 
is higher, better mid more influential and 
desirable than that of the peddler of laces 
and ribbons, or the manipulator of thread 
and needle. 
Domestic service has been 
handed over in the East to immigrant girls 
from E urope; 
in California it ha* been 
mortgaged or sold to the Chinese. W e find 
Chinese men hero doing service in house­ 
holds, which- if undertaken by a white 
male, would scandalize the community. 
It 
is scarcely probable that the American 
girl will return to service, and fill the hon­ 
orable and lucrative sphere she did twen­ 
ty-five years ago in the homes of the bind 
—so much the worse for her. 


M r. B a y a r d has clearly set forth the 
true character of the jug-handle arrange­ 
ment , between China and 
the 
United 
States, 
lie shows that the people of the 
former have unrestricted privileges in this 
country, while our citizens enjoy no rights 
and few privileges in China, and are re­ 
stricted to a very limited area for resi­ 
dence and commerce. 
Let it be hoped 
that the Eastern radical sentimentalists, 
who have prated so loudly of our recipro­ 
cal relations with China, will now shut tip 
—and remain so. 


T h e State Board of A griculture has 
asked Senator Stanford to invite President 
Cleveland to attend the next annual State 
Exposition to be held in this city. 
The 
President has expressed a wish to visit 
California. 
H e could come at no better 
time, and he would receive from this peo­ 
ple a welcome comporting with the dignity 
of the exalted office he fills, and the high 
respect the people have for him. 


W h a t a farce is made of justice when a 
murder case lingers in Court for two 
years ! 
Here is the case of Janies Sutton, 
in San Francisco, 
lie stabbed a man in 
December, 1883. 
In August, 1S84, he was 
tried and convicted of manslaughter, 
lie 
was granted a new trial, and since then 
the rule has been continuances. 
Sutton 
may beat the law yet by living out his 
lease of life on bail. 


L e t S rn Francisco rejoice—justice has 
breathed again, and a murderer has been 
convicted there at last.

THE HIGH LICENSE DEBATE. 
] 


Letter» from Prominent Citiaeoe For mad ‘ 
Against Adoption. 


A WHOLESALE 
DEALER ON 
H IGH LICENSE. 
E ds. R ecord-U nio n ; As everyone is in­ 
vited by the R ecord-U n ion to express his 
views on the “ High License Question," I 
would like to put forward a few ideas. The 
United States takes 90 cents for every gal­ 
lon of liqnor produced and imposes a tax 
of $30 a year on each retailer. Congress 
thus says to the producer, if you go into 
partnership with the Government by giv­ 
ing us 90 cents per gallon of what you get 
from selling liquor within our borders, you 
may produce any quantity you wish ; and 
to the retailers, if you give me $30 a 
year 
you 
may 
sell 
all 
you 
can. 
Now certainly no body of men have any 
right to take this privilege from those will­ 
ing to enter into such a contract with the 
United States; and should this city prevent 
men who desire to enter into this contract 
with the United States, from doing so, by 
taking from them, in the form of a license, 
the greater portion of their profits? Should 
it force out of the business men who have 
already entered into that contract with the 
United States, it would be guilty of a hein­ 
ous wrong and of a most oppressive piece 
of special legislation. 
Those men who say that their sole aim in 
forcing this issue is to kill off' the low dives 
and groggeries, allow their impulsive im ­ 
petuosity to get the mastery over their rea­ 
son. Certainly no man looking at this sub­ 
ject calmly will say that the ability to pay, 
say $50 u month, is any criterion of the 
morality of the man, or of the character of 
the saloon which he keeps. 
Facts arc to 
the contrary. 
Many of the saloons which 
would be the best able to pay this extor­ 
tion 
(and which, by the 
way, might 
be shut up without this license now, 
if 
the 
law3 
were 
enforced), 
are 
the worst places in the city, while on 
the other hand the little places, kept by 
sober, honest, staid, law-abiding citizens— 
most of them of 
German extraction— 
would be unable to pay, and their business 
would go to swell the coffers of others 
known to be less worthy citizens. These 
enthusiasm-blinded howlers after a change 
see that certain dives are carrying on a 
thriving business—not by.the legitimate 
saloon business, but by other, I will admit, 
very reprehensible m eans: and these rep­ 
rehensible practices already come within 
the laws, and could be suppressed if our 
police force, assisted by these same howl­ 
ers, would exercise the same energy to­ 
ward enforcing the existing laws that the 
latter are now using 
in a 
misguided 
scheme, which 
will close up tfie less 
objectionable 
saloons; 
and 
because 
they dare not attack the real culprits, they 
attack the trade in general, and unwittingly 
help on Hie very ones they wish to attack. 
It rem inds me of the old story of the Yankee 
with the balky horse, who, after trying to 
get him to go by every persuasive art, gave 
it up with a stamp ot "his foot and “ Just 
wait ’till I get h o m e; won’t I lam that old 
Government mule ! ’ Seeing the fact that 
a class of sa!oo« men now evade certain 
laws, 
it 
surely 
was 
to 
he 
pre­ 
sumed that 
they would 
get 
around 
this 
the 
same 
as 
Senator 
Sutton 
shows, they evaded the prohibition law in 
Iowa. 
In "one county, before the prohibi­ 
tion law. there were 1.806 saloons: one year 
afterwards there were 1,932 places where 
liquor could be gotten in the very same 
county. 
I can appreciate, though I disagree with 
them , the principles of the Prohibitionists, 
who think liquor an evil and do not want 
the Government to have anything to do 
with the traffic ; but I cannot even respect 
the blindly inconsiderate ideas of men who 
treat it as a " luxury,” and encourage oth­ 
ers to produce it, and then strive to force 
the sale of it into the hands of a few men 
who are able to give them a big share of 
the by them styled illicit gain, for the priv­ 
ilege and protection they have of the mo­ 
nopoly of the trade.

ARGUMENTS FOR. 
E ds. Record-Union : The question be­ 
fore the people of Sacramento at the pres­ 
ent time is not a new one. Scores of places 
between Portland, Me., and Los Angeles, 
Cal., have tried high license, and their tes­ 
timony all agrees in the following particu­ 
lars : Taxes were decreased ; the “ dives ” 
were closed; crime was lessened; murders 
were fewer; morality was improved, and 
propei ty values enhanced. If this is so­ 
und I challenge proof to the contrary—why 
should any man hesitate to vote for high 
license? W hat if it should throw a few 
men out of employment and close up the 
worst places in the city where a ” legiti­ 
mate business ” is done"? The better por­ 
tion of those who were thus compelled to 
look for a means of livelihood in other 
callings, and productive ones, would soon 
secure work at something that would be of 
more real advantage to society, and pay 
them better; and the worst element would 
move out and make a place for those 
whose productive industry would add to the 
wealth of our city. The" increased revenue 
would only be fair contribution by the 
liquor interest to the cost of city govern­ 
ment. Those who have been at all familiar 
with the movements of immigration in re­ 
cent years, are well aware that men of means 
and worth, who have come to this coast 
with capital in their pockets to invest in 
houses and stores, and manufactures, have 
been pleased with almost everything that 
they have found in the Capital city of this 
State; but attractions of climate, of situa­ 
tion. of future promise, have been out­ 
weighed when they have seen that nearly 
every alternate building along our busiest 
squares was a saloon, and that a crowd of 
loafers was usually to he found about the 
worst of them. 
Desirable citizens pass us by and go to 
southern California or Oregon. 
W e of Sacramento cannot afford to op­ 
pose high license; we have been without 
its advantages too long already. The ques­ 
tion before us is this: Paupers and tramps 
and many saloons living upon the wages of 
industry, or producers of integrity and 
means, who will be 3ble to bear a worthy 
part in advancing the interests of Sacra­ 
mento, and such "regulation of saloons as 
will make their number somewhat propor­ 
tionate to the population of the place.

E X A M P L E OF M IN N E A PO L IS .

As high license 
vs. tow license seems to be the local dom­ 
inant topic just now. please allow me a 
few words in your columns on that subject. 
As historical examples are mainly the 
guide of life a recent illustration appears to 
me pertinent to the question at issue. 
About two years ago the city of Minne­ 
apolis, Minn., was ran on the " wide-open” 
system ; 
that 
is, low-licensed—virtually 
unrestricted — liquor-dealing, open, 
free 
gambling, open prostitution, etc. 
That 
city, in consequence, bad become a rendez­ 
vous of thetoughest, vilest element of that 
section of our country, and the state of 
society had arrived a t sue i a disreputable 
condition, that the decent elements found 
it absolutely necessary to combine in the 
interest of common morality, against this 
contamination. The issue was squarely 
made at the municipal election—high li­ 
cense, no gambling, etc., vs. low license, 
unrestricted gambling, prostitution, etc. 
The result was tbe election of ex-Govcraor 
Pillsbury as Mayor by a majority of over 
5,000 on the high Icense plan. The fruits 
of tlie victory were the reduction of the 
num ber of saloons and dives from between 
600 and 700 to less than 250. tbe total sup­ 
pression of public gambling, and the rele­ 
gation of the " necessary e v il” The finan­ 
cial gain to the municipality from low 
license to high license was over 300 per 
cen t; 
and to-day Minneapolis, a city of 
over 130.000 inhabitants, is one of the best 
governed, most prosperous and thriving 
communities on the continent.

THE RAILROAD WAIL 
L. L. LEWIS & CO. 
No Change in Fare»—Light Passenger 
Traille—Freight Kates. 
(San Francisco Bulletin, March 5th.) 
The railroad war was resumed to-day 
with a light business us far as passenger 
traffic was concerned. Passenger fares re­ 
mained, up to the hour of going to press, 
the same as yesterday, there being no cut 
by either of the contending lines which 
have identical rates. 
The saíne equality 
also exists in the m atter of freight rates, 
both east-bound and west-bound, the cuts 
of the Southern Pacific Company having 
been fully met. A large am ount of freight 
has been shipped by both contending lines 
during the war, and to-dav the Atlantic 
and Pacific road ran out of freight cars; but 
they have a mile and a half of empty cars 
on the way West, to arrive here Monday or 
Tuesday. The steamer City of Topeka, be­ 
longing to the Atchison, Topeka and Santa 
Ee Railroad, which has been ordered up 
from Guaymas, will, if necessary, run 
between tliis city and San Diego. It was 
stated to-day that another steamer had 
been chartered by the same line. 
The dissolution of the Iowa pool, which 
was composed of all the trunk lines be­ 
tween the Missouri river and Chicago, was 
due to the withdrawal of the Chicago. Mil­ 
waukee and St. Paul Railroad, on account 
of a difficulty regarding the award of busi­ 
ness, etc. This action of the Chicago, Mil­ 
waukee and St. Paul road precipitated a 
mild war, in which the Iowa lines took 
pari, and created a situation of affairs there 
which resulted favorably to overland pas­ 
sengers when the war on the transconti­ 
nental lines broke out. 
It seems that the 
breach between the Chicago, Milwaukee 
and St. Paul and the Chicago, Rock Island 
and Pacific roads, the action of which latter 
road was apparently the prime cause of the 
withdrawal of the former from the pool, 
has not only not been healed, but is liable 
to become wider. At the tim e the original 
difficulty arose, promises were m ade.it is 
said, from time to time, notably by the C. 
R. I. and P. K. R., to concede priority and 
percentage advantages in favor of the old 
line—the C. W . and St. P. - but as regu­ 
larly disregarded, until the C. W. and St. 
P. withdrew entirely from so one-sided an 
agreement, 
especially upon finding 
its 
chief aggressor cutting under agreed tariff 
rates.

T h e E s t a t e o f “ T h a t B a b y .’’ 
The many readers of the Regobd-Ukion 
will remember the romantic affair of a 
baby being mysteriously left one night 
three or four years since at the residence of 
Mr. and Mrs. Slayback, at the Durock Man­ 
sion, near Shingle Springs. The midnight 
ringing of the bell was responded to by 
Mr. Slayback, when a baby of only a few 
days old was found in a "large basket, in 
which was also a most extended supply of 
infant's clothing of finest quality, and 
made with utmost care. A perfect mystery 
surrounded the entire affair until a few 
weeks afterwards, when a Mrs. Taggart died 
at Nan Diego, soon after which application 
was made in Court by Miss Olive Slayback. 
her friend, for letters of guardianship for 
the baby, as being the infant son ol Mrs. 
Taggart and entitled to her estate. A long 
ami hotly contested case in Court followed, 
Mrs. Taggart’s relatives resisting the claim 
of hdtabip of the little waif, but the case, 
after going to the Supreme Court two or 
three times 
upon different points, was 
finally ended on last Monday, nv the con­ 
cluding settlement of administration of the 
Taggart estate, when, after all expenses 
paid, the child—now quite a lad—has left 
to him f 10,000 worth of property, with an 
income from it sufficient for the child's 
support. 
Miss Slayback has carried the 
case successfully through, and has proven a 
heroine in the romantic affair. 


E x e c u tiv e C le m e n c y . 
Governor Stoncman has commuted the 
sentence of John Johnson, who was con­ 
victed in January. 1885, in Mendocino 
county of murder, and -entencetl to death, 
to life imprisonment. The grounds upon 
which tiie commutation is based are given 
in a petition, signed by a majority of the 
jury in the case, and over 200 citizens, in­ 
cluding many of the county officers and 
large taxpayers. 
The petition asks that 
the sentence of Johnson be commuted to 
life imprisonment, on the ground that he 
was the tool of another party in commit­ 
ting the crime, and is a broken-down man 
of 60 years, with but a short time to live. 
The (iovernor has also respited Patrick 
Brick, under sentence to be hanged in 
Colusa county on the 12th instant for a 
murder committed in Jacinto on the 15lh 
of July. 1885. when he treacherously shot 
a man named Jones, with whom he had 
been having a difficulty. The execution has 
been postponed until April 9th.

THE “ BEE” LIBEL CASE, 


be Argued

The Evidence Ail i n —To 
Monday, 
The taking of testimony in the Bee libel 
cast was resumed at 10 a. m. yesterday be­ 
fore Justice C. N. Post. The prosecuting 
witness. William Henley, was placed upon 
the stand by the defense. He admitted 
that a suit i Woods vs. Frazier) had been 
heard in his Court, some three months 
since, that did not appear upon his docket. 
Like other cases omitted from the docket, 
it would appear there whenever he got 
ready to enter it. He received a $5 de­ 
posit from \VToods, and the costs amounted 
to $3 50. He had not as yet returned the 
$1 50 to Woods. 
George K. Rider, the next witness, said 
he was as 
well acquainted with the 
methods of Chinese in Court as any man 
in the United States. 
When a woman es­ 
caped, in order to regain her possession a 
charge was trumped up, generally of petit 
larceny, but as soon as possession of the 
female was obtained through the medium 
of the Court, the charge was dismissed. 
This is true, and a matter of common no­ 
toriety among experienced officials. 
Mr. Johnson—Was there not consider­ 
able money expended in the Sam Lot case? 
Witness—Yes, sir, in that case there was 
a great deal of money spent on both sides. 
I believe, Mr. Johnson, you got your fins 
in for a good share of it. 
Mr. Johnson—Yes, I got my pari of it. 
Is it not customary on obtaining possession 
of a woman in such cases to marry her to 
some one so as to get a better hold and 
evade further iega: pr- 
ding-' 
Witness—Yes, sir; they usually marry 
her to one of their gang so as to get a bet­ 
ter grip on her. 
On cross-examination witness said he 
did not think Justice Henley or any other 
Judge received any of the money spent in 
obtaining possession of a woman in such 
cases. It was all absorbed by tbe officers, 
interpreters, bulldozers, highbinders and 
lawyers. The latter got away with the 
lion's share. It takes a great deal of money 
to run one of those cases. 
Counsel for prosecution, in order to save 
time, admitted that ex-Chief of Police 
Karcher and Health Officer Waller B. Fer- 
ral would corroborate Mr. Rider's testi­ 
mony, so they were not placed upon the 
stand. 
Clinton L. White was placed upon the 
stand to prove that the complaining wit­ 
ness had borrowed money of him under 
peculiar circumstances, aud would not re­ 
pay it until sued. The testimony was ob­ 
jected to aud ruled out. 
W. A. Anderson said that on the night on 
which Justice Henley issued a warrant for 
Fong Lin. a Chinaman came to his room 
about 12 o’clock fora warrant, and he refused 
to issue it. He did not know the Chinaman ; 
did not know it was the same case. The 
Republican City Central Committee, he 
said, met that night, and their acts had 
somewhat disturbed his usual equanimity 
ami he did not investigate the matter 
farther than to assure himself that it was 
not a case that warranted the issuing of a 
warrant, and he refused to have anything 
todo with it. If General Carey, who was 
an ex-District Attorney, had called and re­ 
quested it. he pel haps would have acted 
differently. He was told that posters in 
the Chinese language were posted up in 
Chinatown, offering n reward of $20o for 
the capture of the woman, Fong Lin. 
Lee Hung, the Chinese interpreter, said 
he heard posters announcing such a re­ 
ward were posted in Chinatown. 
H. L. Buckley said he did not issue the 
warrant for the arrest of the Chinese 
woman, and was not consulted in the mat­ 
ter until after the arrest. 
V. S. McClatchy said he was one of the 
proprietors of the Da it y Bee. 
He read the 
article complained ol as libelous first at 
Woodland, where he had t>eeu for a day 
or two previous. He had no bias or ill- 
will against Henley. 
J. M. Hawkins, a member of tbe Bee. 
staff, said he remembered the incidents 
connected with the Fong Lin examination, 
as he was present. The article complained 
of as libelous vra“ written by him, and was 
a true statement of facts. 
He said he had 
never had a feeling of malice against Hen­ 
ley. 
It was freely talked of that a large 
sum of money had been spent in the Ah 
Tuck ease. It was commonly reported that 
posters in Chinatown offered a reward of 
$200 for Fong Lin. 
It was understood that 
special officer Dolan was indignant because 
he was likely to lose his share of the re­ 
ward. 
In reference to that portion of the 
article which detailed the doings of the 
Chinese woman and her protectors after the 
appearance, the recital was correct. 
Wit­ 
ness knew them to be tme, because he went 
in the hack with the party. His business 
called him every day to tiie l’olice Court. 
Henley has often been in the City Attor­ 
ney’s office and the I’olice Court. Witness 
had often stopped at the office of Henley 
and found a tag on the 
door say­ 
ing 
that 
he 
was 
out 
of 
town, 
or would be back at a certain hour. 
Finally witness gave up going to bis office 
in quest of items, because be very rarely 
saw him there. 
He bad seen merchants 
and lawyers waiting for Henley. Often 
they had to go away unserved. 
A question 
as to whether Henley's condition was, on 
day3 that he was in the office, such as to 
incapacitate him for business, was objected 
to by the prosecution, and the objection 
sustained. He said every officer knew of 
the tactics resorted to to obtain possession 
of a Chinese woman, unless such official 
were mentally.incapacitated. Witness had 
no recollection of any case in which a 
Chinan an had another Chinaman arrested 
for larceny, such cases being settled by 
their own tribunals. He never knew or 
heard of a case in which a Chinawoman 
was arrested for larceny, unless the facts 
developed that it was a trumped-up charge. 
Such things were commonly spoken of, 
and Henley must have heard of them. 
Witness knew the amounts Henley paid 
into the city treasury from his reports, anil 
considered that he was drawing a big sal­ 
ary for doing nothing. He had said in 
the article that Henley had again distin­ 
guished himself us a tool of Chinese vil­ 
lainy, because the Justice had experience 
in the Ah Tuck case—because the District 
and City Attorneys hud not been consulted 
about the issuance of the warrants in either 
case; because the Fong L;n warrant was 
issued at midnight; .because Justice Haines 
had declined to act, as the altered papers 
showed to Henley; because the City At­ 
torney had refused to assist the Chinese 
complainant. 
The previous scoring of 
Justice Healey in the Ah Tuck case must 
have been seen by him, and his conduct in 
that ease was somewhat similar. 
i . K. McClatchy, one of the proprietors 
of the Bee. was the next wituess. He said 
the article published was given as a matter 
of news and to show to the public what 
seemed to be a wrongful act by an official, 
and was intended for good purposes. The 
witness never had any malice toward Hen­ 
ley. 
Health Officer I'erral was sworn. He 
was asked if Chinese women wore bought 
and sold. Tlic Court sustained an objec­ 
tion to the question. 
Sparrow Smith wa- put upon the stand 
to prove certain crookedness of William 
Henley while acting as, bookkeeper for 
Adams, McNeill A Co, but the questions 
were objected to and the objection sus­ 
tained. 
Charles Heisen was placed upon the 
stand to prove that Henley had refused to 
pay liis olliee rent, but he, likewise, was 
not permitted to testify. 
Witness was 
asked regarding the proceedings of the 
Board of Trustees at the time the mutter 
was laid before that body by hiaattorney. 
Ad. C. H int son. 
This, also, was ruled 
out. 
Mr. Johnson then made an offer to prove 
all these matters in detail by the witness, 
Charles Heisen : by Ad. C. Hiukaon, who 
acted as his attorney at the time ; by the 
Mayor. John Q. Brown, and the Clerk of 
the’ Board of Trustees, Ed. McKee, who 
were all present at the time the matter 
came before tbe Board. Offer declined. 
Exception taken. 
William Henley was placet! upon the 
stand and asked what books were exam­ 
ined by the expert when lie made his re­ 
port upon his (Henley’s) books. Objected 
to and obiection sustained. 
The defense here offered to prove by 
William McLaughlin that the $41 reeentfv 
collectei for him by Henley was to have 
been divided ; that Henlev kept it all. not­ 
withstanding Mclaiughlin s efforts to re­ 
cover the amount dae to him ; and that 
McLaughlin owed Henley nothing for any 
other business transaction which could be 
claimed as an offset. Also, that B. Ü. 
Steinman loaned Henley $20 to pay a polit­ 
ical assessment; that it was to have been 
paid out of Henley’s salary for the first 


i month ; • hat it was r.ot paid out of the sal- 
1 ary for either the first or second month, 
and only when Steinman threatened to 
• have him arrest d. Both offers declined as 
j irrelevant. 
This ended the taking of testimony, and 
1 the argument was set for next Monday at

NATURAL GAS. 


ITS WONDERS IN AND AROUND 
PITTSBURG. 


T hirty M iles o f P ip e in O peration- 
H ow th e G as is “ S tru ck " — 
Ign oran t G eologists. 


Not the wildest fancies of sober, slow- 
going people in the rest of the Union can 
picture the excitement that the gas wells 
have created in Pittsburg. 
I fancy that 
San Francisco, in the blooming days of the 
Bonanza mine and the Comstock lode, 
when Senator Sharon made twenty-five 
million dollars in a year, was something to 
be compared to it. 
The opening of three natural gas wells 
and their utilization as fuel generators 
marks an era in the nineteen century 
Even the taming and binding of electricity 
is not more marvelous. 
* 
It was before 7 o’clock in the morning 
when our train reached the outskirts of the 
city. The great shops hail not yet started 
their hum and roar for the day. We passed 
close to a huge black mill, with its chim 
neys standing like masts of a ship. There 
was one small iron pipe that had a cloud of 
flame rolling and lapping about it, chang­ 
ing with every gust of wind. This was my 
first sight of natural gas. The pipe was 
what was called a “ stand pipe.” They arc 
common enough in Pittsburg. The press­ 
ure from the wells is so heavy that the 
fluid can not be shut off and let on at will. 
When not in use it must be allowed to burn 
or escape in some way. The usual way is 
to conduct it oil by an extra chimney and 
set fire to it at tbe top, and let it burn all 
nigbt. In Pittsburg and vicinity a quantity 
equal to seventy thousand bushels of coal 
thus goes to waste every day, they say. 
The Philadelphia company is putting in 
pipe connections in factories and private 
residences jit the rate of forty a day. They 
keep 1,500 men constantly employed laying 
gas mains. The fluid is already used as 
fuel in thirty-four iron and steel works, 
sixty-six glass factories, 300 other manu­ 
facturing establishments and 3,000 private 
residences. At this time gas is used in 
such quantity that it has taken the place 
of 10.000 ions of coal a day that would be 
otherwise consumed. When the work is 
complete Pittsburg will be as clean as New 
York. And coal will be so cheap that deal­ 
ers can " hardly give it away.” 
It is probable that the fluid can be struck 
almost any where in Western Pennsylvania. 
But the largest bunch of wells are those at 
Murrysville, twenty-two miles from Pitts­ 
burg. The gas is conveyed by pipes from 
! and elsewhere to thecity. The greatest 
here ¡ 
length of these pipes is thirty miles. There 
is doubt, they say, whether a line can be 
made much longer than that. The press­ 
ure is lost by friction of the pipes at the 
rate of seven pounds to the mile. Unless 
some new methods of conducting it are dis­ 
covered, therefore the dreams of a line of 
natural gas one hundred miles long can 
hardly be realized. Mills must remain 
here. But why could it not be pumped? 
One of tbe memorable experiences of 
my life was my visit to ibe gas wells of 
Murrysville. 
It was a cold, 
muddy, 
snowy, neck-risking ride, but—well, I 
would do it again. 
As we neared the place I heard a strange, 
steady murmur. Ii sounded like the noise 
of the surf in a high sea. It sounded like 
an engine as big as the United States Cap­ 
itol building at Washington blowing off 
steam. 
■' There she goes,” said Stewart. “ Do 
you hear her? That's the old gas well. 
She goes a bizzin' just that way all the 
tim e; bizz, bizz. I wouldn't like to live 
around there for a steady thing.” 
No more would I. Of. a calm day the 
roar can be beard nine miles awav. At 
tbe wells themselves, when gas is first 
struck, it is deafening. The workmen put 
cotton in their ears to protect their hearing. 
The force of the gas is tremendous. It is 
such, that when first struck, it hurls every­ 
thing before it. this blind, mad force rush­ 
ing towards a venting place. Tools weigh­ 
ing two or three tons are thrown manv feet 
into the air. 
Thus far the stream" has 
always been struck in a . layer of sand. 
Striking the gas is called “ shooting a well.” 
It is more like a well shooting, one would 
think. 
Gas is reached at a depth of 1,300 to 2,000 
feet in western Pennsylvania. It costs $3 
a foot to bore. At Toiono, 111., however, 
the fluid was struck at a depth' of 700 feet. 
As we rounded a liill and looked into a 
valley in front we saw Murrysville. Huge 
wooden derricks, tapering slinj toward the 
top, filled the landscape. To the right of 
the view was the great well that made the 
“ bizzing.” The gas shoots in a straight 
line 20 to 30 feet in the air. We saw where 
it issued by the water that poured out 
along with it. Water is always struck with 
■hegas. It is a salt water. The mineral 
frequently intrusts the plating ol a well 
till it chokes the orifice. Then the tubing 
must be cleaned. Wells have seemed some­ 
times to diminish in supply from this 
cause. When the incrustation is removed 
the stream returns to its full quantity. 
Great care is taken to avoid explosions or 
other dangers. At intervals along the lines 
are stations, through which tho pipes are 
passed. At these points huge safety valves 
are inserted, so that when the pressure is 
greater than a certain number of pounds 
the valves are blown open and tbe gas es­ 
capes. 
To separate the gas from the water that 
pours out along witli it, a powerful tank is 
placed at the mouth of the well. Confin­ 
ing the gas as it escapes is called ‘ piping 
oil 
a well. The gas and water are together 
conducted into the large tank. The water, 
being heavy, falls to the bottom of the re­ 
ceiver. The gas rises to the top. and passes 
into a pipe, which conducts it awav ill any 
desired direction. Connected with each 
well is one of the iron *’ stand pipes ” men­ 
tioned, through which the fluid escapes 
when not in use. It is ignited at the top 
of the tube, so as not to poison the atmos­ 
phere. 
The standpipe must be some dis­ 
tance away from U19 wrrfok ¡iud buildings 
around me mouth oí tbe well, otherwise 
•with every mist of wind it would lap them 
in dames and destroy them. 
This fuel gas is not a good ¡Iluminan! 
naturally. 
At present two sets of gas 
pipes arc necessary, therefore, in houses— 
one for 
¿tu£? for light, But the 
day 1 visited the gas wells it was announce*- 
that an inventive geniu3 had discovered a 
way of treating and enriching it so that it 
could be used for illuminating as well. If 
this be true, than the problem will lie in­ 
deed solved. The Bunson burner is used 
for the fuel gas, both in private houses and 
factories. 
The white hot heat that can 
thus be produced is something marvelous. 
A flue must be provided to carry oil the 
products of combustion, otherwise they 
would soon poison the air. 
When gas is common for fuel, rooking 
will be as neat work as piano playing. It 
wili be a good deal more fun. At least a 
third of t lie burden of housekeeping will 
be lifted in winter. Next to Murrysville, 
the most prolific of the Pittsburg wells are 
found at Tarentum, a village twenty miles 
northeast of the city. But there is no tell­ 
ing where it will or will not be found. It 
may underlie tbe whole United ¡states, for 
ali anybody knows. About the only point 
that has been certainly proved in the 
search for it is that geologists are ig 
noramuses. As often as any way, gas 
is found exactly where they have staked 
their scientific reputation that there was 
none. It does not particularly follow the 
oil fields. It has. more often than other­ 
wise. been struck in regions where there 
arc clav and limestone layers above and 
sand below. 
In boring the bit passes through four 
strata of sand at the west Pennsylvania 
wells. There is no sign of diminution in 
the supply so far. One well has been dis­ 
charging twelve years, and is as flash as 
ever. The gas is believed to be in a con­ 
stant course of formation, and to be gener­ 
ated by the action of water upon the sub­ 
terranean hydrocarbon oils.—[Cincinnati 
Times. 


could not be found—no kind of disparity 
physical, intellectual or moral, which, if 
an ' obstacle to union at ali, has not been 
overcome. 
What, for example, could be more ab­ 
surd than the marriage, in a small agri­ 
cultural village in England, of a couple 
whose united ages came to 158 years, the 
bridegroom being 77 and the bride 81? 
Nor was this the only peculiar feature of 
this extraordinary union. The bridegroom’s 
Christian name was Thomas, and the 
bride s Mary ; and this was the third Mary 
that Thomas had selected as his paitner, 
while it was also the third Thomas to 
whom Marv had been united by tbe conju­ 
gal bond. To crown all, both were in re­ 
ceipt of parochial relief to tbe extent of two 
shillings per week. 
Some very eccentric matrimonial ar­ 
rangements 'are occasionally brought to 
light in our Courts of law. A singular 
illustration occurred in London of the ex­ 
traordinary views that often prevail among 
people of a certain class as to the way in 
which private agreements affect marriage. 
The parties in the case in question were a 
jiorter and a cool:, who had married on the 
express understanding embodied in a for­ 
mal agreement, that unless and until tbe 
latter should “ arrive at the following ac­ 
complishments, namely, piano, singing, 
reading, waiting, speaking and deport­ 
ment,” the “ said marrying” was to be no 
more thought of, and considered null and 
void. The pair were regularly married; 
and, as the lady did not master iherequired 
accomplishments, continued to live apart 
for fourteen years, the husband fully be­ 
lieving that “ female of us,” as the woman 
was denominated in the agreement, was 
not his wife. When, however, the case 
came up for decision, the Judge was of a 
different opinion. 
Marriages which are not in themselves 
very ]>ecullar are sometimes rendered very 
much so by the eccentric manner in 
which they are gone about. A number of 
years ago a wedding took place at which 
the happy pair had no sooner been united 
than, to the amazement of every one ex­ 
cept the officiating clergyman, who had 
heen let into the secret a few minutes be­ 
fore, the eldest brother of the bride ad­ 
vanced with one of the blushing brides­ 
maids and requested that the ceremony 
should be repeated for their behoof. 
It ap­ 
pearing that all the necessary preliminaries 
had been duly arranged, the demand was 
complied with, and the company had to 
celebrate two weddings instead' of one.

The assassination of Lincoln created a 
profound sensation at the South, where the 
people believed that it would bring upon 
them a weight of condemnation and a se­ 
verity of punishment tbev would not have 
otherwise been compelled to bear. On the 
fifth day after tbe assassination, while Jef­ 
ferson Davis was addressing a crowd of cu­ 
rious and panicky people from the steps of 
the house of a Mr. Bates in Charlotte. N. 
C., the following dispatch was handed to 
him : 
G b e e n s b o r o c g h , A p ril it), 1865. 
III!i 
t rtcy President Dari*: President 
Lincoln was assassinated in the theater, in 
Washington, on the night of the 11th instant. 
Seward s house was entered on the same night, 
and he was repeatedly stabbed, and is probablv 
mortally wounded. 
J o h n C. B r e c k i n r i d g e . " 
Mr. Bates, whose guest Davis was, tes­ 
tified that Davis, after reading the dis­ 
patch to tin* people, said : “ If it were to be 
done, it were better it were well done.” 
Soon after Breckinridge, having conic to 
see Davis, at the same place, expressed re­ 
gret that Lincoln had been killed, as he 
thought it unfortunate for the Southern 
people. 
Davis replied : “ Well, gentle­ 
men. I don't know : if it were to be done at 
all it were better that it were well done; 
and if tbe same had been dilhe to Andy 
Johnson, the beast, and to Stanton, the job 
would then be complete.”—[Ben Perley 
Poore in Boston Budget. 


THE DATE PALM TREE. 


H o m e-M ad e C a n d ie s. 
A good home-made candy can be made 
as follows : Take one cup each of sweet 
milk or cream and molasses, half cup each 
of sugar and grated chocolate, and a piece 
of butter the size of a walnut. Stir con­ 
stantly and let boil until it is thick (which 
will be in a few moments) ; then turn it 
out on buttered plates. When it begins to 
stiffen mark it in squares so it will break 
readily when cold. 
One half the above 
amount may be used, and will be enough 
candy for a good-sized family for eating'at 
one time ; but if kept in a cool place it will 
keep some time, 
To make cocoanut caramels take two 
cups of grated cocoanut, one cup of sugar, 
two tablespoonfuls of flour, the whites of 
three eggs beaten stiff; mix well together, 
make in cones or round balls, and bake to 
a delicate brown on buttered paper in a 
quick oven. 
Nice white candy is easily made thus: 
Take one quart of granulated sugar, one 
pint of water and two tablespoonfuls of 
vinegar.

A erial Navigation. 
Articles of incorporation were issued at 
Springfield, Illinois, February 18th, for the 
Transcontinental Aerial Navigation Com­ 
pany of Chicago, to establish aerial trans­ 
portation lines, the capital stock being 
$150,000, and the incorporators, Dr. Arthur 
DcBoussatt, Eugene Marguerat and Jules 
Irang. Dr. DeBousqtt is a French physi­ 
cian, who has resided in Chicago for sev­ 
eral years past, anil has made a study of 
aerial navigation 
for over 
twenty-two 
years. _ Dr. Bousatt’s object is to build an 
air ship, the length of which will be 174 
feet: its width is to be 24 fe-et, and its 
liight 22 feet. The main cylinder will be 
054 feet in length and 114 feet in diameter. 
It is expected to prove by the vacuum the­ 
ory that it is possible to navigate the air bv 
the laws of gravitation, by overcoming the 
pressure of the atmosphere without tilling 
it with hydrogen or other gas. It is in- 
teiiileu 1-9 begin the work of building the 
ship in abotu ’wo weeks, and it will be 
completed in about two months. Dr. De 
Boussatt is confident that the Search for the 
North Pole can be successfully accom­ 
plished by means of his air-shtp, which 
will 1*5 s0 arranged that it can be propelled 
over ice as well as through the air. 
He is 
iii receipt of a tlattering letter from the 
Smithsonian Institution concerning his in­ 
vention. and is in communication with 
James Gordon Bennett, oí New Y’ork, in 
relation to making an exploration for the 
North Pole when the ship is completed.

Som ething o f It* History anil o f It* Use* 
and Cultivation. 
I By Samuel II. Gerrish, for the Reoord-Union.] 
“ Where the feathery palm trees rise, 
And the date grows ripe under sunny skies.” 
The date tree was classed by the great 
Linna us as Plucnix dactilífera, phienix re­ 
ferring to Phoenicia, where it grew, and 
also to its babit of reproduction by sucker- 
in g ; dactylus and date from dachel, in a 
Hebrew dialect a finger. It having no 
Sanskrit name, its cultivation in India is 
supposed not to date from ancient times. 
The name used in Hindustan, kburma, is 
Persian. 
The Hebrews called the tree 
tamar, the Egyptians beq. Bitter savs that 
the number of names of the species in Per­ 
sian, Arabic and Berber is incredible, ap­ 
plying to fruit anil cultivated varieties. 
These being different, attest to great anti­ 
quity in Asia ami Africa. 
Assyrian and Egyptian ruins, as also an­ 
cient writings, show the date was plenty in 
the region from the Nile to the Euphrates. 
Herodotus, betore Christ 400 years, men­ 
tions the date tree, as alsoStraboand Pliny, 
who said: “ They are planted of the 
branches two cubits long, growing from 
the top of the tree ; also of slips and sliv­ 
ers ; about Babylon tbe very leaf, if it be 
set, groweth.” 
It being an easy matter to transport tlie 
date, tlie stones were thrown in the soil 
everywhere and germinated indampplaces. 
so tlie traveler finds the trees everywhere 
in those countries. I have seen the young 
trees springing up in Sacramento where 
tlie stones have been thrown in the streets 
during the rainy season. 
The date is grown around tlie Mediterra­ 
nean Sea where the orange flourishes, but 
does not bear, except in tlie south of Spain, 
where it was planted in the eighth century 
by tlie conqueror Abd-cl-Iiahman. 
The 
Mission fathers introduced it into Califor­ 
nia from Spain. It has, however, been only 
an ornamental tree, as tbe missions of Up­ 
per California, being established near the 
coast, there was too much dampness during 
the dry season to ripen the fruit. In I<ower 
California, however, the date lias always 
been cultivated successfully, ripening its 
fruit regularly. 
In Sonoma county trees grow and flower, 
but as it has a coast climate, it is, as at Los 
Angeles. San Diego and Ventura, an orna­ 
mental tree only. J. H. Wolfskin, in Yolo 
county, planted seeds in 1857, which in 1881 
had ripe fruit—it having a dry, clear, warm 
climate, which is necessary to perfect tlie 
berry*. This demonstrates the interior val­ 
leys to be the true date region of this State. 
The fruit is of no use unless grown during 
a rainless period, dryness being necessary 
to perfect tlie fruit. 
The date is a lofty tree when full grown, 
sending up a magnificent stem forty to 
eighty feet high, the top crowned with 
beautiful pinnated leaves six to ten feet 
long, tlie pannic two to three feet long and 
an inch wide. The trunk is rough and 
spiny ; the flower spattras spring from be­ 
tween the connection of the leaves and th^ 
trunk, are woody and have branched 
spadices. More than ten thousand flowers 
have been counted on a single spadix. It 
flowers in April and tlie fruit is ripe in No­ 
vember. Being dioecious, the pistils and 
stamens occur in different trees. 
The 
flowers of the (male) staminate tree have 
six short stamens with narrow four-cor­ 
nered anthers, filled with pollen. The 
pistillate (female) tree liave a roundish 
germ, which afterwards becomes an oval 
berry, with a thick pulp, inclosing a hard 
oblong stone. This is that fruit known to 
tlie commercial world as the date, upon 
which so many millions entirely subsist. 
A tree will produce from one hundred to 
three hundred pounds in a season. "A 
handful of dates and a gourd of water ” 
form the meal of the Arab in the desert 
where no other tree will grow, irrigated by 
water which is so salty as to kill any other 
vegetation. This poor"diet contains from 83 
to 85 per per cent, of starchy sugar, the 
same nutrition that rice contains. Buckle 
says this diet produces the imaginative in­ 
clination to the grotesque. Such food not 
entirely satisfying hunger exercises control 
over the imagination, making such stories 
as they relate—the “ Arabian Nights" for 
instance—possible. 
I’eschcl says, “ This 
biological fact was and still is the origin of 
the rigid fastings prescribed by religions so 
widely different, which are made use of by 
shammers in every quarter of the world, 
when they wish to enter into communica­ 
tion with invisible powers.” lie adds, 
however, that tbe date “ trains up inde­ 
pendent and warlike desert tribes, which 
have not the most remote mental relation­ 
ship to the rice-eating Hindoos.” 
The fruit is sent to market packed in 
packages made of dried pahn-leaves; they 
are gathered while ripe and soft and pressed 
into these until it forms a pasty mass. 
The s gar tlie date contains preserves the 
fruit. But it becomes in time dried and 
hard; they are then steamed to make 
them soft and eatable, but arc not relished 
in this condition by the Arabs. The taste 
Ot fresh dates, is said by Bernadier de St. 
I’ierrc, to taste of sugar and creant flavored 
with orange blossom. 
Thedate tree is propagated from seeds and 
suckers, which sprout from the trunk of the 
tree near the roots. The stones of the dates 
one can get from any fruit stand are the 
seed of this celebrated tree. Soak the stones 
in water two or three days to swell the 
seed ; plant them upright in sandy soil 
well mixed with old rotton manure and 
common salt. In about six weeks the 
voung tree will appear above the ground, 
like the white end of a quill; from this a 
sharp-pointed gpcar of grass will start anil 
grow about four inches : another will grow 
from the inside of the first leaf, and so on 
until, at two years, tiie pinna- will show on 
the leaves, which will show the habits of 
the matured tree. 
Each leaf, ' pressing 
downward as it grows, joining the trunk, 
for which reason on palm trees the trunk 
should not be shaved smooth of tlie leaf 
ends, as it tends to weaken the stem, re­ 
duce the diameter and dwarf the tree. 
Nature will attend to that better than man. 
Indeed, Von Barstel, who has a grove of 
2,000 date trees in Lower California TMex- 
ico), says : “ Nothing must be trimmed off 
the young plants until they fruit, and even 
then, with great care, only tlie drv and 
withered leaves. 
Much sand, a ' little 
water, not too much salt, are necessary for 
the first years. With plentiful irrigation, 
the palm will thrive in a soil that contains 
even large quantities of alkali.” 
The suckers, called in Fcrzen Marrenta. 
should be taken off in warm weather and 
kept well watered until they take root. 
By this 
means 
they get the same 
fruit 
as the 
parent tree 
and 
also 
ÍU a much shorter time, in five years, 
whereas it takes from seed fifteen or twenty 
years. 
Besides, there is no way to tell the 
staminate from the pistillate trees. They 
plant them five to eight feet apart, twenty 
pistillate to one staminate tree. In trans­ 
planting trees ten to fifteen years old 1 
have had good success by removing them 
in the summer months, taking off all the 
leaves except the five central ones and cut­ 
ting off half the length of these, and every 
day ponring a pailful of water over the 
top of the tree to keep it moist. With this 
treatment they may be as easily trans­ 
planted as any other tree. Be sure and 
give them a dressing of salt—it is the 
manure for a date tree, as it is a native of a 
saline soil. 
Few like to raise the date palm, as it 
grows so slow. This is a great disadvantage. 
But as those which were planted years ago 
mature, and suckers can be had, it will be 
no more an obstacle in tbe way of propa­ 
gation. This tree of poetry and religion 
will 
then 
be 
common, 
both 
for 
ornament and profit. 
The Sacramento 
valley will be filled with groves, and 
California will be as celebrated for its dates 
as it now is for its oranges. It will stand 
more cold and neglect than the oranges. 
Insects will never trouble it. The euiy 
danger is from the gopher, as its roots are 
very edible: they will burrow under, eat 
oft the roots same as other trees and kill 
it, which is discouraging, as the trunk 
grows but one foot in liight in five years. 
The trees raised with too much carc in a 
protected nursery are often killed, which 
gives the impression that they are a tender 
tropical tree, which is not tbe case. They 
are semi-tropical, should be raised subjected 
to the changes when yet young. “ In the 
East,” says Von Martius, “ the date tree 
has ever teen considered the benefactor of 
mankind. The life of the wandering tribes 
in the desert circles around the date tree; 
and the Arabian poets ascribe such high 
importance to it that they mantain that the 
noble tree was not formed with the other 
plants, bat from the clods which remained 
after the creation of Adam.” 
Dr. Unger says: “ Thy Persian enumer­ 


ates 3GG attributes as peculiar to this palm, 
probably with reference to the career of the 
sun, for the tree is consecrated to the sun, 
and the fruit of the date is called sun-fruit 
(Belach). 
In the primitive mythology of 
tbe Hindoos we find various references to 
this palm.” Said Mahomet: “ Honor your 
paternal aunt, the date, for she was created 
of the earth of which Adam was formed.” 
Date palms are planted in many places 
along the European side of theMediterrane- 
an Sea, in favorable places. They are too far 
north to ripen fruit, but in the spring of the 
year find ready sale for the leaves for which 
they are cultivated, for Palm Sunday, and 
in the fall for the Jewish Feast of Taber­ 
nacles. “ Tlie righteous shall flourish like 
the palm tree.”

A New Method of Propulsion of Teasels. 
At a ship yard in New York there is a 
vessel under construction and nearly fin­ 
ished, w hich is very attractive to the curi­ 
ous. 
It is intended to illustrate a partial 
solution of the great problem which me­ 
chanical science has before it. viz.. bow to 
avoid the enormous waste of energy that 
accompanies work. The elemental forces 
are all in harness, steam having superseded 
wind and water in the driving ot machi­ 
nery. and electricity already crowding into 
the place of steam; but, in every case, tlie 
result is obtained at a cost which at last 
iias come to be regarded as extravagant. 
Of the energy developed by the combustion 
of coat under tbe boilers of an engine, only 
a very small percentage is available for 
driving the wheels of (the machine. All 
the rest is dissipated before it reached the 
point where it can be made available. The 
constructors of this vessel propose to avoid 
this waste by making tbe combustion itself 
the propellin: force and driving the boat 
through the water as a rocket shot through 
tlie air, without the use of machinery and 
the accompanying loss of energy. This 
will be done by firing blank cartridges 
from the stern ports ; charges from the for­ 
ward ports will back her. and charges fired 
at one side change the direction. The in­ 
ventors make enthusiastic claims over tlie 
expected speed and low cost. Tbe cost of 
fuel (gunpowder) is stated to be trivial, the 
claim being made that they wilt be able to 
navigate some 180 miles at a cost of SOceuts 
for gunpowder. As a contemporary says, 
the vessel may go but its occupants cannot 
sleep.

E x ecu tio n o f C la re n c e G ray . 
W inni:M ecca, March 4th.—The execu­ 
tion of Clarence Gray, whose right name 
was Isham Collins, took place here to-day. 
As public executions are prohibited in Ne­ 
vada. a high iuclosure was built in the 
Court-house yard, within which the scat­ 
fold was located. At 11 o’clock the doomed 
man was conducted from the jail to the 
scaffold by Sheriff Fellows and his deputy, 
his counsel, J. H. McMillan, accompanying 
him. As he stood on the trap he "was 
asked by the Sheriff if he had anything to 
say. 
In a low tone lie said he was to die 
for another’s crime, contradicting the state­ 
ment which he made at the time of his trial. 
The rope was then adjusted around bis neck, 
his arms and legs pinioned, the black cap 
drawn over his head, and at 11:15 the drop 
fell. Five minutes later Drs. Hanson and 
Kent pronounced life extinct, and in twen- ■ 
t v minutes from the time he left the jail 
his lifeless body was placed in a coffin. 
The neck was broken by the fall, and he 
died without a struggle. Gray was exe­ 
cuted for the murder of Robert H. Scott, 
an old anil respected citizen, whose store 
Gray entered for the purpose of robberv, 
on the night of December 24, 1884. Gray 
made his escape and eluded his pursuers 
for a week, when he was captured at Lone 
Station, about twenty miles from the scene 
of the murder, and escaped lynching by 
being brought here instead of to Paradise. 
Last March he was convicted and sentenced 
to be hanged in 
May. 
His counsel 
■appealed to the Supreme Court, which aP 
firmed the judgment in his case last No­ 
vember, and January 24th was fixed for his 
execution. On January 24th, the Board of 
Pardons having refused to commute his 
sentence, he feigned insanity, and acting 
Governor Laughton reprieved him until 
March 5th. 
Last week Dr. Dawson, late 
Superintendent of tne State Insane Asylum, 
employed by his counsel, made an affidavit 
that he was insane, and the Board of Par­ 
dons was again petitioned to commute his 
sentence on the strength of Dawson’s affi­ 
davit. 
A Sheriff's jury then inquired into 
his mental condition, and nine found him 
sane, the others finding him insane. The 
Board refused to commute his sentence, 
and upon being informed of the fact, he 
said, ’* That settles it,” and immediately 
began to converse 
rationally with his 
brother-in-law, who is here from Minne­ 
sota, where his mother and brothers reside.
